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Before attempting the d^riptioYi of a Country^ the political character of which has occu- 
pied so prominent an^ptevesting a feature in the annals oj history, and which munificeptly 
endowed by the lian^of nature, in sublimitios delighting the mind of the Philosopher, in 
riches of the mii^eral kingdom, powerfully attracting the attention of the naturalist, and in 
grand and pMfturesquel beauties, commanding the enthusiastic adniiration of the artist, a 
succinct, but autl^ntic detail of the^ origin of the peope as a nation, will not, by way of 
prelude, prove devdd of interest! 

Th^ Tyrol, a country the most exclusively mountainous dn Europe, may be consfter^d 
as forming the centre ^ate of the unmensc ^irescent of the Alps, whose snowy and ti^ntendous 
peaks, stretching iron, the Ligurian Gulf t© the Adriatic Sea, tmvet in lofty grandeur and 
supremacy above thfe luxuriant and biautiful gardens of Italy on the one side, and hhadpw 
the fertile vallies of Gerintny on thi other. 'Though the boundaries of this territory are 
indistinctly defined by nature, being divided into several parts, differing^ in climate and 
culture, and the inhabitants in language and manners, in, disposition and mind, yet has the 
country during man^ of the political convulsions of central Europe, notwit^i&^anding its 
.antithetical cliaracter, shown a unity ^;d euefgy of spirit which excited the attention and 
called fortlJthei#ad miration of the greatest (jeneral c# the agi^” when his ^ictorioiy arms 
in Italy ha« caused his laame to be wafted with renqw^i through the astonished world in 
1796 and 179S; a» \^ell as in i809, wiien he had attained the zenith of hiy glory^'jl|^d the 
acme of his apparently irresistible fnitune. ^ ^ ^ 

In the earber ages, a band of Trojan fugitives headed by Antenor, landed on the 
shores of the interior gulf of the Adri^ic, seized on the possessi{^ of the Euganpans, 
who dwelt the yv'r Po and Hie Alps, forcing tile inhabitaMs to take refuge in the 

northern mountains. The fertile valley of the Brftita Js still denominated the Euganeafi 
vale, and the Eugancan spring ^till pours iorth its limpid watery near Roncegno. Some- 
colonies of tla^^Tuscaiis having experienced &Y^iilar ^pression from'the predatory inj^oads of 
the Gaull, cominaq^jyl Ify Bejlovis and with tJieir chieftain Rhsetus^into tMe 

northern Alps, and confen^d the appellation of Rheg^ on that part*of the country. 

IVlIlan, Verona, ancWriCenza owed tjieir origjn to the'l^ictorious Gauls, together i/^ith the 
town of Bergamo, situated at the foot of the A^s, near whose defiles they also raised Como 
and Brescia, btrildiiig likewise,, in a triangular %onfine of the mountains, the city of Tmila. 
I© ^process of time* the Euganeans and 'I uscans united «rith ^a third, and mol-e ^mporjtant 
colony, tjiat of the Celtic Gauk. ^ ^ 

The Cimbrii, who were accustom.ed to ma^e use of their* shields as sledges, H]ius 
N* 1, Tyrol, 
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descwdmgi^from the Alpine moantains of Tr^nta into the ixtensive and peaceful vallies of 
the Adig^, fiaughtily demanded, from the brave occupants ot thb soil, “ lands in exchange 
for military services.” A war consequently ensued, which fjft terminate for thirteen 
years, when Marius, the conqueror of the Tuetons near Aix, obtained^^a decisive victory 
over these barbarians. 

Reverting ndw to the Roman History, it appears, thatfOcta/hanus^ Augustus, esteeming 
the jKjrtion of Caesar’s will the ^ most important, wh*ich recommend^ to his countrymen 
the protection of Rome from a second CJalKc invasion, and dreadiqg, at the same time, 
the fated prophesy, which foretold, that de%*ruc^lion from the#North w^s to overwhelm 
‘Uhe mistress of the^world,” considered the most effectual mrians averting the pre- 
diction, were by subjugating the inhabitants of the, Alps. ^ - 

In order to carry his plans into execution, he eiitnisted the command of a large 
bgdyA)f troops to his two ad apted sons, Drusus and Tiberius. Drusus marched up tlio 
borders? oV the Adige, sulqecting the country in the ^neighbourhood of the river ; while 
Tiberius pursued his com so from Gaul, exploring the hitherto unknown sources of the 
Danul:^ and the Rhine, following the course dfr thf litter river, as far !ks the lake of Con- 
stance. The Roman arms proved triumphant, and j; w/ierr tke Jioman c.onqmmi^ thvvv 
he also dwelt '^by constructing roads and facilitating the means of communication between 
the various towna and encampments the Romans not only rendered mor5 permanent their 
conquests, but by bringing into closer contact the^^inhabitants of different dis^tricts, induced 
the incipient principles of civilization amon|r the?J* rudfe and^nlo^e uncultivated subjects. - 
Drusu| made ^fossways through the* inhospitable and dangerous Highlandj t(| the hanks 
of the Ister, the whole^ 6f thi» riw being now comprised under the* appellation of the 
Danube, *whicli*form€d thef northern extreipity Af ^thti Roman Empire^; ihe epposile bank.s 
bounding the extensive territory of Germaqv. t ' ' 

^ On the^ ample bosom of the mighty Danube, the monarch of Emropean rivers, floated 
numpK)us ships of ; the banks being defewled at a distance of every mile by lofty 
towtfrs, ramparts and erfR)attled caS^les, extending frofn the coi\fliie|^ce of the Lech near the 
Ancient* and important ^settlement of" Vindelicormn^ the present 

►originally established % Augustus and ciil^'^ed by A(b?ian, to the junction qf the river 
Save ngw the town of *Bel grade ; thj Dannie malting ‘the boundary lint 'as far as the 
Black ^a, thus uniting the JBuropean^ withvth^ Asiatic pqsses^ows vf ^Rome. 

e inhabitants capable of bea ring arms^weAs enlisted into the Roman legions, inari^ 
of whcAn were sent into Ijtaly, an^ the mosU intractable sold as ?la^s. Civil and municipal 
authorities were appointed with due considft-rffcion to the situation, manners, and customs 
of the people. The city ot Tridentum^ thl modern Trent, formed the key of the lower 
Adjge aiti the Brenta ; the erected by the intrepid Drusus cominanding the Del(^~ 

quimdht both of the Eisack and 1 alfer. S^biona constituted part of the for(«lflcat^)|is,

tains near Brixen* Vipiteno w« built in the^ marshes of Sterzing, at the foot of mount 
Brenner and .taufen ; and in^the/lai^s of Innsbruck rose the city of Veldidena,^wlfere the two 
principal fossroads united^he ^northfrii leading to Augsburg, and the eastern to Salzburg. 

The prima and secunda B^beetia, called also Vindelicia, comprehended all the jfrovinces, 
^situated between t(ie Alps and the Danube. On the borders of tlie river Inn commenced 
the Noricum-Ripuaridm, a:\d the'higher Pononia, at the Kahlenberg neall’ Vienna ; south 
Noricun! comprising cWitrabAustria. * , ^ 

After the deatti ovAttila, the celebrated l«n^ of the Huns, who boasted the impious 
appellation of the scourge of Godf and whose reign of terror and conquests had passed^ 
like a blazing* meteor, i over great part of the world, even from Chtiia to the banks of the ' 
Marne ; and after tfic period when Odpaccr, king of the Hlpiruli, in 47(5, had destroyed the 
western empire of llome under tlomulus Momyllus; the country was overrun by the East- 
Gotlis, hpaded by their king the brave Theodoric, who placed* the two divisions of Rfketi^ 
under the command of a chosen# q^cer, ivith the title of Duke, retaining the Ta\fs 
adapted for the government of the provincej*. At the same tini^ tlie youthful (.-lovis van- 
quished the Romans near Soissons, Aijd efeated Gaul the kingdom of the Franks^ apd 
having also, at the battle of*Tolbiac, j|?iined a signal victory over the Allemanni, the atlen- 
tion of the Franks became directed txwvards the countries of Allemania and 'Thui’ingia ; and 
on the demise of Hie renowned Theodoric of Beni, the wfcolcj of 'rhuringk cam(j under the 
doniir\ion of Gaul. The Heruli, Rulii, Bajuvarcs or Bavarians and other triifics, who had 
filtered into a confederation, iJonclialeJ ?i.t.reat^ of peace with the Franks, to whose kingdom 
they were a|t,erward.s annexed. • • ^ • § 

The I^astUiotlis, being continually harassed aneWdeSre^ed 4)y the emperors of C’oii- 
stantinople, pcxfinitteJl the Franks to^occrfjiy tjje right bank of ftie Daiiul*\ as we^l as a 
portion of the Alps, in hope of engagtngj^hem as ^llies, or inducing them to become neutral.. 
After the duration however of sixty years, their jViwer was entirely destroyed, iii,o53, l;y^the 
famous general Jfelisarius, the conqueror Qif the Persians and Vandals/^ • • 

The jiossessi^ii of ^ItP ^TynJian frontiers was oft eh the soetie^ of contest belwc('n*tht^ 
Longtdiardi and Bajuvares ; and there still exisjg, ofl the#banks of^the Avjfjo, the liOngo-* 
bardian and 'leutonic termini or l^gundary sUxies. I'he Bavarians |)reserved the privilege • 
of being goveft*]||ed by an herediftiry f)uke, Vecled*from the family of AgilolfiiiJ^s, and 
Garibald,1;he firs^ these prigees, forinec^aiMilliaftctf! with the liongobards, inlendjjig hf 
these means to render thftniselvesP free ^roin the ^yai^ereignty of the Franks ; l)ut every 
attempt^proved unsucccaHiPftfC and Djsi|lerius, the last of the Lcyigobardiaii prinret, w^as 
defeated and taken prisoner by Charlemagne, •aid, in 788, Thassilo, the unfortunate king ol 
Bavaria, shared tte same fate. ^ 

^In the successivi reigns of the weak and indecisive gl-wul^ildren o/ Charletfagnet a 
constant vexatious system dtf warfare carried on, under various pretcjxts agpin^t the 
ancient ducal families, with the view of destroying tj;ie nationality o^the several petty,Sta*t<4S. 
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Hnil this line of policy was more particularly. instigated b^tthe increasing power and privi- 
leges of th^ ecclesiastical princes. The possession of the co\ maliding passes of the Tyrolian 
mountains, which formed so defensive a barrier between kalj^^nd Germany, as well as 
^Carentania, Allemaiiia, and Rhjetia, were of too much importance for the Emperors to 
permit any individual nolde, to claim over them a sovereign right. The electoral ecclesiastical ' 
princes however Enjoyed more favour with the court, and Jbhe yshoprics of Trent and Coire 
received extensive donations of the territory in the environs lof thl& Adige, Eisack, Inn, 
Rienz and Drave. “ ^ ^ ‘i . 

r The duchy of Bavaria, the most concentrated and powerful ^irovince, having originated 
from the most ancient ftnd warlike tribes of Germany, attracted prinaipally the jealous atten- 
tion of the Emperors, the existence of which as a nation, it became essential for them to 
attempt to annihilate; Passau also, with Freising, Eichstaedt, Augskbrg, Ratisbon, and 
i^als^urg, were rising into importance in the State ; but the mistaken policy and dissension 
of th^e' cities acted fatally inimical to the progperity^a^id interest of the duchy ; and the 
result, the most desired the encmiec of thcz-Country, was soon effected, the removal of 
the ducal seat from the family of Sc/njres, th<f »ntiqi|ity of which was coeval with the State 
itself. This fine territory soon afterw'ards became .disorganized, the Emperors considering 
it as a domain /which they apportioned off, to wives, , children, and relatives ; and latterly 
favourites shared in the spoliation, tlie principal of whom were of the naane of Luxemburg, 
Zutpfien, ,N6rdheim and lastly the Guelphs, who, entering into an alliance With the Popes, 
proved the most dangerous enemies to the ifriperiaj, throve. * 

'J^he north-western ‘dii^tricts of «the Tyrol, belonged to Alleniania ; tfr’ ufiper vajley of 
the Vincio, nfiar the source of the /)dige,was at different times annexed toJRjluiiria ; and the 
ValtQ»iftnc w?^s presented by Charlemagne to « the abbey of St. Denis/* son>etimes forming 
^ part'cf Italy, and at others, part of Rheetia. When I^Ienry, suriiamed the Ijon, after his 
interdiction* was reinstated m his possessions, that j^rtion of Austria, which was situated 
above the river Enn!t..was severed from Bavaria,^and from the same period all traces of the 
ducal power in the Alptf disappeared. , ^ ", 

• Besides the bishojgs, there fiouriished three powerful families in the northern pirts of 
* the country. ^Tie counts of Andechs, who ^ in later tiiges acquired large estJites in East- 
Franc^Lia, and on the shores of the Adriatic^ftogethVr with the Palatinate gfr J?urgundy, as 
•well as^the ducal sway over Croatia, Palma^a, and Meran.^ Near source of^ the rivers 
Inn and Adige, where^'the Tuscq.n l^cruage prevailed, Ksided the descendants of Humphrey 
the dreat, related to the duke^ of Friopl. In J«he year IftO^rvhen tlie noble ramily of 
I^ohenstauffen was elected to the imperil ^dignity, these nobles first styled themselves, 
counts of Tyrol ; their principal castle, originally an ancient Roman cvatdi-tower, bearing 
that na.ne. After the lapse ,of two hundred years, the whole lin® of country, betjyf^en 
Germany and Italy, assumed the appellation the Tyroi, and which, until tljfit period, 
h^d been an unde^ned teritory, under the designation of the land in the mountains.'^ 
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An illegitimate branch of me Gu^lphs, whom the bishops of Trent had expelled fronj 
Botzen, had become located in the middle district of 'tlie Adige, and the valli^ of the Nons 
and Sulz, and who styled^ejpselveS coiints of Eppan or Piano and Greifenstein, eniertaine^ 
strong feelings of /lostility against the counts of Tyrol, with whom they claimed a family 
connexion. , 

On^the banks of the Drave lived^the wealthy counts palatine of Carinfhia, who bore the 
title of.Gdri, fromttha nearly possession of that tpwn by tjieir ancestors. The bailiwicik oi 
Trent conferred an important authority on tpe counts of Tyrol, and that of Aquilejn, 
on the counts o# Qorz ; who having al^used the power with which they were vested* and 
oppressed those, over whom they obtained jurisdiction, many of flieir dependents sought 
protection under th^ episcopal •prelates. Feuds, assassinations, and a system of plunder 
ensued between the^secular and ecclesiastical nobles. The counts Frederick and ^enry 
of Epp^. pillaged the ambassadors sent from the pope to fhc emperor, and Melhert V)f 
Lodrona^ had the temerity to iiRpede ttte progress of the army of the empejor Lothar, 
on its march to Ronie. 

The dissentions, which produced# inveterate warfare between the (xiielphs and ihe 
Gibellins, excited in these mountainoms regionsi a considerable degree of animosity. The 
inhabitants of Val Camonica took arms against tjiose of Val Sappia, \al Trompia, and 
he adherents^ of the Guelphs at Brescia. A gnion hopwever of the to\fns,in the^ larger 
communes of Lombafdy, having commenced, apd been favourably countenanced,* Frederick 
Bariamsw. eventually resoTved on chttkingsthe ascenflancy of the nobles;^ he deprived 
Trent of itsfConsuls, and placed foreign officers in the city, ejl tlwr same tiiAe, prohibiting 
hp fortification* of houses and castles, ^ •• • • • ^ 

Many towiis aiid cittfs began to derive opuience and impprtance frbm the vario^ com- 
mercial transactions in transitu, an^ 1;hf5 demand created by tj^e followers of t|jje crusade tn^ 
the Holy Land., Previous to the year 1202, the fairs of Botzen, had been regularly ^con- 
stituted, as well aa toll-tariffs, orders foi^escort, and duties on w'grewoused goods. * Mer-

The nueuntains of the Tyrol, %s vjpll as tfrose of Switzerland, w^re the first countries, in* 
Krhich, th| peasantry Exhibited that freedom of character, and thirst for liberty, now* acknow- 
ledged to he inhferAt in th<; breast of«i8&ntamdhrs ; w^ich w^s and has c^gr been 
jxempliged in all the plenitiyle of its enthusiasm awwmg^the Tyrolians. The same liberal 
spirit pervaded their laws and institutions ; land belonging to the Church, was taxid a 
low rate; and the limited amount of the ren\s^circnttiscribing|he incomes of the nobility, 
raused them graduafly to become impoverished.

Egrro, the last count of Eppan <^r Pimio.. and bishop of Trent, anp whom he compelled 
to confer on him both his lineal and ecclesiasl^ical estates. Within thfe sp^ce of forty years, 
lyieifihard succeeded in crushing all the neigftbottrin^ petty lordships, and uniting them, 
with the mountain territories, into one vast province. During the interregnum, which lasted 
nearly a quarter of aceiitury, from 1250 to 1273, he actkely engaged hims^f with his brother- 
in-la^, Lewis the .m^ere, in raising every obstacle against his dreaded neighbour Ottocar. 
ass.'^ending^ the imperial thr?fne ; being deeply intenpsted in vesting with ihfe royal 
dignity, a ^joble of mucji less influence, Rndolplf of BbBsburg, whoee eldest son Albert, 
the wily Meinhard soughT in marriage with hii? own daughter lOlizabeth. Succeeding in 
his* designs, be was rewarded with the dukedom of ©arinthiit, which rendered his possessions 
compact and intregal, equal in extent and# power tcf one of tfie largest andent German 
duchies, thus realizing, wbat his son-ip-law, King Allfert, imprudently, and unsuccessfully 
attempted to acquire in the mountains of Switzerland. , 

The pt>werful Meinhard , bequeathed lys estates, riches, and sul^ects to the care of 
his children, l)ut the genius, the inaster-niiuid wa^ Wanting in ‘his descendants The sons’ 
Albertf Otho,** Lewis, ^.nd cHenry, ^instead Vof amicably dividing their farg* hereditary 
possessi(jns, liyed in a .^late of pd^Tpettial animosity and dissention. Henry, after the murder 
ef Kid^ VenceSlaus/disputed^the succession to Ihf tlirone of Rojieniia ancf Iceland, with 
tlie two brothers Rudolph lyid Frederick* the ha/id^ome, and afterwards with John of 
Luxembourg. From the want however of money and soldiers, he was, unable, during 
an iir-potent career oi^nf,arly forty years, to carry^nto exccjition the daring and ambitious 
urojects of his father. The feudal lords, in the meantiive, becaiye discontented with the

On the defeat and ' death of Ottocar, Albert exceeded that monarch 
in violence and tyranny, until he perished;^'by' the hand of his exasperated nephew, John. 
“ If King Ottoc£h,,had not disregarded our liberties^ an^*^ his oath/' exclaimed hVederick 
of ^tubenberg, chief of the confederated^knights of Styria, “ he wpulc^, in all probability 
have still enjoyed life and emphe.” Bejore* the battle with Ottoca^, Rudolph ‘twice con- 
stituted Vienna an imperial city, j^fter then victory ^ was obtaftied, King Albert, on the 
l)urghers presuming tef assert their privileges, took their charters, and tearing them in 
pieces, flung them at the feet' of the astonished citiz^is. In Switzerland and the 
Netherlands similar acts of despotism were essayed, but the attexypt was dearly paid 
foi*. ^“The Ferdinands succeeded in destroying the (onstitutiem and governmeiSt of the 
beautiftil country of Bohemia, from the period, when battle of J^uhlberg occurred, to 
the conflict at Weissenbihg, near Prague. 'fTie subjugation of Hungary, however, was 
onjy partially effected, notwithstanding the nuni'erou^ murders and executions, the horrors 
committed by Basta and Caraffii, and ^e slaughters of Eperies. These sanguinary 
measures were liever rendered necesspy in the demhcratical monarchy of the Tyrol, as 
the people were always found ready to assisi^their prince in the suppression of Aristocracy and 
Theocr€Usy^ ^om which may be deduced the simile of, the Frogs, the wooden King, arid the 
Stork, « -'.g, • 

'lihe Tyiolian is fnnq^ely a toyalist J , *^ He who bumbles the asp^rin|', generally 
exalts lowly/’ “.TafquiniiM with his switch pnly decapitated the tb^erfng poppies, 
the otlfers he. allowed^ frefely to move and bend \h|5ir* heads.'” Though' circumstances may 
Jiave* strangely m^ito^orphgsed country, past •cdhlfcuries have never witnessed th(‘ 
leasjt^revolqtiouary feeling in the Tyrol, agains^; dominion of Austria. Even the 
meroOrable war of ♦^e peasantry, which was S!;i|iik>ned «,so favourable* to the imperial 
l^auSe, that Charles was advised himself fb head the fattioqt, prevailed alone in the 
'Bishopricks, wlyle in tjie principality' o^the T^ol, it was pnly recognised by^lame. 
* During the greatest ptrils, which have threatened^the ^Austrian Hfigdom, the Tyrol has 
interposed the most powerful obstacle^ ag^st the enemy. It was whe Tyrol, which pre- 
\*ented^>he fatal junction of the enemy fluriifg the thirty years war, the ^Spanish war, the 
w^ regarding the Austrian succes«£u, an^ during the Frejjich Revolution. WJtien the 
codntilfr, after the battle pf Austerlitz, was dispossessed of its ancient rights aiid sovereign, 
its fidelity i^d attachment came foij^ u^^lfed from the fearful ordeal fire nhd sword, 
in 180^ * * r/ 

' . Th^e times. was theiTjFrbl in possession of Bavaria, to the safety, wd p«d6r 
of wlhcl^ it forn^ so. essential a bulwarks and each *time, through '%ingaBtr«' eisi!(tr.s 
in, fhe .management <«ifi*^iiSairB, was the coantiy^ltost. The dukes Austria, cousins 
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of Margaret, in 1359 insidiouslf taking advtniage of quarrel which existed between 
her, and her brothers-in-la!i^ of Bavaria, induced her to devise to them the^ Tyrol, the 
eVent of the death of her%isband, jmd' infant son Meinhard, without issue ; a circumstance 
militating agjiinst^ the interests of Bavaria, as well as thos(i of the younger sons of t£e 
Emperor Lewis; adt^ed to which, it was an act of injustice towards the male line of the' 
house of Gdrz, The family of fllabs burg, through the deceit and enmfty of Charles IV., 
and the wide an^ ramd dissemination of the spirit of freedom throughout Switzerland,^ 
was likewise, nearly 'deprived of the country the peculiarity and situation of which we 
have before remarked, afcd the iidim^te sonnection of the interior together witk the 
exterior districts, even beyond the Arl, the h^ern, and the lakes of^Waller and Constance 
rendering its, possesion of majjerial political importance. * The dukes were perfectly aware, 
that the jealobfiy Tqjid hostility of the emperors, would render futile the bequest ; they 
consequfjntly endeavoured to procure the consent and co*operation of the Elaf^, and 
more especially of the landowntri^ who^e power in the state, during the ^ascTendancy 
of the inoonsid'iirate and voluptuous Afatiknsche, Ifad become STniost supreme, but whom . 
the dukes afterwards persecuted wiftu thb utmost malevolence. Eventually, the spiyted 
and handsome Rudolph, hifrricd froni place to^ilacc, first to Gratz, and then to Vienna, the 
antiquated and enamoured Princess Margaret, detailing her hy these means, like a captive, 
in his power. . • •

In*1700 th^ Spanish, and in 1740 thef Genian lineage o{ the Habsburg jauiily became 
•extinct ; their only legitimate claim in 4iict turxthe sovefeignty of the Tyrol,^having arisen 
from* a volijhtafy submission on the part of flie inhabitants. ^It*yas therefore truly ridi- 
culous, the^asstimption of the title of C(^imts of 7^ro/,*l)y fheSprfhish Bourbons,

From the period of the imprisofifhunt of lh§ popes at A^gnon, and the ^utrag^s per- 
petrated against the Emperor Lewis, excommunication and interdiction weue ali&li^hed: 
a nation, owing fD papal caprice or could no longer be pronAincecl, by tl^e alisurned 

power of an earthly vioe^erant, ag incapable of addressing the Deity in prayer; — nor could ^ 
a priA;e be expelled the society of hfs fello\«i«creatur^, his prej^ence, IjJ^ a lepftr, being 
accounted ^ontamini|tion, and depriv^ even on liis death of Christian burial. The epocR 
was also arrivet, for destroying tlie tyranny of the Aristocracy, that haughtiness Af feeling 
which prevailed the ncbles, estiniaJtiii]^ the* taisbandftian and tradesman, Ai, beings 

creftted^^pnly to contribute tp their’ pleasure wSi-^^Jespising those of. superior attain- 
ments, and cons^ering even princes 4n •no other light than as the first of their 
The righto and privileges of the third andlfc^Hh c^ses of society, so long withheld, 
treated with contempt, were now, with renewed energy, imperatively demanded.' The 
of the people, *ancl the necessity of new maxims of JcR’enument, were proclafined from 
Gelmany tq the other, and way of compulsion, cities united their forces 
against, nobles . j^nd princes. The fldVer and jrlory of thfli^uage of chivalry, und 
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knighthood^ often led on by the princes ^of Austria, 'were overthrown and eclipsed 
by .the comf^aratively unarmed, but ‘valiant peasantry of Switzerland ; and the disgrace 
of those various defeats, rendered ever memorable, aUMorat, ^^^®clpen, Tatwyl, Sempach, 
Nafels, Stoss, Hauptlissberg, and Wolfshalde. Neither the *knights, the reverend priest- 
hood, or regal princes could be induced to believe, that they had ^outlived their time, 
that the age had VEidvanced beyond them; or could they. reconcile to their imagination 
the %tate of transit in which they existed; that they were wRncspjng ^he setting ^of the 
cloudy sun of olden tinws^and thebrilUarh dawn of a neto era of refor^mation. The nobles, 
blinded by their own personal feelings, fostered the same supercilidhs ideas of security, wliicli 
^ prompted Charles the H^d, and his Burgundian army to imagine, that their Swiss opponents 
were suppliants craving mercy, when, kneeling before jthe bay;le, they offered a brief prayer 
to the ‘‘ Lord of hosts,” for their success ! One prince alone, however, the Tyrol, deviated 
frcyin l^e line of conduct pursueid by,,his compeers, and tlig example of his relatives. ‘'He had 
noted tlAj effects wrought on society by the improvement of the humaignind, and appreciated 
the experience acquired m the ‘school of ach^ersity:’ — past ages were obliterated from 
his ^memory, as offering no criterion to his* fjrci^ht actions, and he adopted measures 
suited to the emergency of current events^ He raised from^heir depressed situations, 
citizens and peasants, distinguished for^abilities, and phtced them on equality with those, 
before whom they had been accuftomed |o bend the knee. But he very soon became 
a mark foil (he sacred vengea/ice of the churth. Ban and excammupication 'were 
f ulminated . agBLin^t him: the Emperor .Sigismund maliciously excited all Europe in* 
oppressgig him ; the coildugt of hif own bi’other became equivocal, and Vhe jnobles* and 
prelates were naturally ,.hil inweteraU enemies. Vcy’jous were the epitheW of contumely 
applied^ towards hinf, the landless prince\’'\ ^^^FrldoMn with empty ^ pockets F 
ljut supported unanimously ^y his citizens and pefts%iitry, he maintained a sovereignty 
far njo^e efftyjtive and poweiful than any of his adversaries. Though reputed moneyless, 
he iivihaged to redeeaSithe domains, which through the ogtravagance of liis predecessors, 
^ lipd ^>eeii mortgaged ; t^e golden roof of the palace at Jnspiwok^ is a tnonument of his 
inunificence ; anc^ his cljaracter, occupying: an illustrious station in the annals the 
Tyrol, is familiarised tr the people in song and legeni, and assimplated mtii the elder 
Meinha%fi, Theurdankj and the gracious Philippa H'elser, as the frijhds fed bpnefactors 
of their ^untry. Daring the reign of^i^ism1lncl,ESonof Frederick, the aaA and unexplored 
bowels of the earth, began to yiey4i9B|h th^r “‘hoarded treasure veins of golc^ silver, 
iron, cdj^per, and lead, were found in the vaHies.of the# Inn and Wippe, constituting a con- 
siderable ad^tional importance to the Ty;r<i,<imong the European states, and which pre- 
vailed even a century after the discovery of tlie mines of America. * 

When ^igismuncl fi*om hi^adwfecedage had become in a state of dotage, and who thcfli^fh 
rich;^was always indeed of money, the Etds called to the 'sovereignty, Mfeimillan, HAfig 
of tile Ifcmans ; and hfrfKe the Tyrol became annexed to a monarchy,^ vvbich Maximilian 
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had, in so romantic a way, Aigmented. JDelighted with the country, the new king 
designated it “the heart ^nd shield of his kingdom;” likening it to frock of a 
peasant^ which, though "♦r<)ugh ai^ coarse, kept the wear^' comfortably warm.” In 
traversing the mountainous ^regions, and inhaling their thin and pure air, Bis breast 
* seemed to expand, giving nerve and vigour to his mind, and elasticity to his step. 
In following the perilous chase •of the Capricorne, he was once surprised in these lofty 
heights T)y a violei^ hajj storm, and only saved fr^in bein^ precipitated over an abyss, by • 
one of his faithful hounds : at another tinie, walking on the old battlement of the 
tower of Rottenburg, he^ missed his fpotiag, and at this elevated and giddy hcighj, 
while both fefet were nearly suspended in air, sprung from oife mouldering beam to * 
another in safety.* From thj Tyrol emanated all his ‘measures relating to peace and 
war, carried on aglinst Venice, Milan, France, and Switzerland; and his code of 1511, 
formed the fundamental laws of the defensive system of the country. ^ • 

'File new tenets of Christianilyg promulgated by liUther, were now disseminated 
throughout those mountains, but their adoption was not so p^ffnanent, nor so extensive, 
as in the Alps of Salzburg ; where alsc^thd ielebrated war of the peasantry was waged with 
the greatest acrimony, as ^t Trent, ^ Salzburg^ and Ifrixen. It may likewise here be 
observed, that in the twelve articles insiied by the r<jJ>ellious subjects of those times, more 
local knowledge aid acute discrimination were ejemplied^ than in many •of the der^ecs of 
the organised governpent. At Trent tho adherents of the (jatholic religion^ai^d those of 
the protestant faith, lived ii> a stSte of^sohipa, that became irreconcilable.^ Msiurice, of 
Saxony, ho^^ev#r, the favourite of Charles, whcjniay btfcomparwl fo^a second* Absalom, was 
at first the Appie^sor of the protestants,^but afterwards* beegnte tht saviour oAhe n^w creed, 
and pursuing the Jffeed, miserable, and goifty Clharles, compelled *111111 •to saA*e, himself from 
being made a prisoner, by a heA/ty« flight across the Bjfenner, and was foroffd, in 
1552, to sign the convention at Passau, wdiich, in 1550, finally led to the peac^ of 
Augsburg. • • • 

The Tyrol, his native* country, affordfid George the Great, of Freundsberg, * th® 
most •experienced officers, and the best sokikirs, at»the tim^ that Jij obtained the 
victories o^ (>reazzO| Bicocca, »nd Pavia, and when lie stormed the imperial city of 
Rome. It waStfcilso cp the moiinflains of theBi’ennd^, that Charles V. again saw hi% brother 
Ferdipanef. % ^ •%* 

ITie principal members ‘of the Habslftirg^familjr, have rendered themselves con- 
spicuous, were King Rudolph, and JVlaria Theresa, though llin latter has undolbte^y 
^acquired the greatest eminence ; but the sovA-ljgns, the most Ijenevolent, and of the 
Tyrolians, cherish tlfb fondest remembrance, are the three Maximilians ; two of whom were 
emperors, and the dther grand-master of the Teutonic •ordei*. Ferduiand, ho)^ver,«the 
b^ljer 06 the second MaxirailRin, deserves# at the same time also, to' occupy as jfiigh a 
station in the memory of his country. His court was attendcl^by many clever mid 
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enlightened men^ both in letters and arts^ «and almost nvalled in celebrity, that of the 
J^dici at Florence ; and the collection of curiosities ani antiquities in the museum, 

at Ambras, exhibited his taste for natural and artificiM works iHrhile he, at the same time, 
preserved a strict attention and judgment towards military discipline. His consort, the^ 
beautiful Philippa Welser, of Augsburg, has ever lived in the grateful recollection, both of 
the Bohemians, aSid Tyrolians ; having been the intej^cessot and mediatrix in mitigating the 
per>jecutions practised against the forujjer, as well as their learned #nd revered Bishop 
Augusta ; and with the latter, for reconciling the disunion between the ‘ prince and 
his and in endeavouring to appease** th§ dii^sensions, Vhich existed between the 

archdukes. ^ 

In the church of the Franciscans, at Inspruck, may be, seen the sjfperb mausoleum of 
Maximilian, the elegant monument of Ferdinand, and the unostentatious tomb of Philippa ; 
and through the patriotic z«al and praiseworthy exer^Jons of three officers, the government 
was e^fentually compelled to place the remains of the ki'^kecper, the^oble minded Andreas 
Hofer, within those saci^d walls ; the body having been originally interred in unconsecrated 
grpund, where it had lain, neglecfted, and almost ufiremembered, for fifteen years ; but now 
rests, honoured in union with the ashes of/he most celebratedT'heroes of every age, princes, 
nobles, atid 'knights of the Tyrol. , • 

When the ultra-party in Vienn/i had sufceeded in having Wallenstein assassinated, in like 
manner thot* the patriot Andreas Baumkircher Ifad been sacrificed, as >vey as Katzianer, 
and Martinvzzi,ihe army require reinforcefnentsf,*and generals to command them, inwhohi 
confidence could be re;^osid, Ilofn had besieged Constance, and his fi'oojj^s hadf made 
their aj^pearance in Ae * foreat^^of Bregenz, and ijven as far as Fiiissen. * 1 lie designs ol 
JRohalt, in ,tlr3 Grtssonfe had assumed a* very /l^tiious cS^iaracfer. *l'he* intrepid chan- 
, cello!', Willicm Burner, fayourite of Claudia Modftii, and who thrtiugh court intrigue 
eveptually perished on a scaiFold, formed an impenetrable cordon from C'hiavcnna to the 
lakcv6f Constance >r4ie threatened to deprivetthe nobility and clergy of the right ol 
/isiSfessing taxes, and to confer the privilege oh a hous^ of representatives, commissioned 
‘for that specitjc purppse. The vfolefct opposition of the Bishops of Irent and 
^Brixen he overruled by menacing them with imprisonment in ^.he common gaol of 
t^^ruofi, and fortunafely succeeded,! in reducing th&* Spanish akny ftom |VIilan into 
litpper^ Germany, where it was instrubientS^ in deciding^ ^he battik of^Nordlingeir, from 
whibh, in 1634, originated the paoce^of Prague, an^ the consequent pacifica^op of the 
Qerm|n empire. • * % • 

^e^tnilian of Bavaria, though posSe||ii^ ^brilliant qualifications, wa,3 perpetually duped 
by Roiie and Austria, to the ruin of his own country ; he could Iboweveir have hardly 
ent?cipat|!d more ^avourabi^ trl^atment than the other relatives and pai^i^s of %ie 
ardhdficaV family, -whose intei?ests had been sacrificed in concluding 
O^nabrpek and Muns|pf^ as w^ as the l^reaties both of Luneville and Presburg^ 
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In the Austrian, and likewise in the Spanish war of succession, the Tyrol failed 
perform its important part/ The two heroes, Maximilian Emanuel of Bavarirfj ;|fho h<id 
distinguished himself on li.a re-conqiiering of Vienna, the prot^tor of Hungary ; and also 
^Vendome the^vorthy offspring of Henry IV., had agreed to concentrate their armilis in the 
centre of the Tyrol, intending to m^ch along the banks of the Drave, and render assistance 
to the fqfces of Ragotzy, who were hojering round Vienna, and had alread^r laid wUste that 
part of the countty cdjii&d.* March fieM. But thj^s decisive measure of destruction ^as 
frustrated in the Tyrol* on the very spot render^ memorable during the campaign of 1809 ! 
Time had been gained fo? the battlp of^Blisidheim, in the same way, that seventy years 
previously the victory of Nordlingen had been obtained. Charles VIT., had been already 
crowned at Prague^ linz, in 1J41, acknowledged his po^er, and Therem the Great had 
fled from Vienna, fqjyards Presberg ; the troops, however, of Mailfehois and Gages were 
unable td make any impression in invading the Tyrol, with th^view of affording assisfttnqp 
to Charles. The Tyjolians in mean time, made an incursion into Ba^art^, and 
afforded Travn. the opportunity of preparing for the battle of ftJmposanto, white Kawnitz 
concluded a treaty at Worms, with the ^url ^ Turin, entering also into a negociation with 
England. * ^ . 

The glory of the Tyrolian was at ^ts zenith, whep governed by a native prince of the 
house of Habsburg, he felt an internal pride^of honest independency rendering him 
individually ay object in the state ; of these halcyon days, his memory sti^ fcaunts the 
Ifreenest spot,” when comparing tHb change hjp country has undergone and that he himself 
has become a mere instrument” in the h^ds of ®n alien j)ribce. In 1655, th^ Tyrol 
was incorpWttid with the Austrian .^mpire, and univewial was the griefs at the death 
of the last re^Jkl descendant, ftie archd^jk? Sigismund Francis ; • for though ^the elnperor 
Leopold, on assuming the sovereig^ftjt of the qpuntry, swore preserve the constitution^ 
and which with few exceptions, he adhered to ; though he encouraged the wooing of^the 
mines, founded ^ University Insprudk, and for the most part elected natives k), the 
different official siTuations^yct, no concessions could administer consolation to the people^ 
for thti loss of their independence. ^ ^ ^ ^ # • 

The lin«^ring vestiges of the freedom and liberty of ancient times^ were effaced during^ 
the lenient go^rmneJt of Theresft.' 'f'his princes8,'^oon after the peace of Aix-la*€^apelle, 
introduced an ameliorated system of t/ixaTioii,*a«d instituted local tribunals#|br the 
protection of the subject, a*gainst tlfe oppfessign of ^he.*^obles, thus following the example 
of those noble Romans of old, Cris^uf and Cvispinus ; and by summoning to he| couii 
the nobles Irom their castles and provinctk,%tp ,wait attendance in her antcchamhsJy 
There^ efS^tually^ destroyed the supremacy the aristocracy. It is true, t&dt itjhe 
akd peasanf were already free, which rendered* the ^establishment of ^Hbuijals 
yet, how often 8oes it ocouup that the mind is satisfied with the g^emblanbe 
of uniformity, whe^e in &ct no unity exists !”

The most simple and the cheapest mode of government is best adapted for this moun- 
tainous .^i^ntry, ^affording therefore little preferment or gratification to placemen ; 
no other ^prevailing line of politics should be puraued, thasi* that consonant with its 
political tind military situation and importance ; speculative financial me{j^sures should ^ 
never be attempted, but the Tyrol considered like a citadel, for whosp steady maintenance, 
the momentary 4oss even of the capital, and the upper Italian territories, might be 
disregarded ; as their recapture is easily attainable, as long one s|;ronghold is main- 
tained. * i ' • 

In the ‘European Christian republic of He^ry IV. it was a favourite scheme, tlie union 
of the Tyrol with SwitJferlaiid, both countries preserving a strict and constant neutrality 
in all continental warfare ; and though the name of Joseph^ ll., is in the Tyrol, as well as 
other countries, in high repute, yet in this land, as well as in Helijiam, strong evidence 
hps djeeri adduced, how mudi power an ignorant ai^ fanatic clergy possess, in leading 
astray <h6 populace from their own essential and dritell<jptdal interest^ 

For nearly a century, tfct is, from 1703 .to i79(), no hostile foot trod Tyrolian ground. 
The country connected only with the Austrij/if eigpire tow'ards C'arinthia l>y the narrow 
defile of the Drave, and on other sides ^surrounded by repflblican, spiritual, temporal, 
and imperial states, as Venice, the Grisons, Valteline, Bavaria, Salzburg, and Augsburg, 
thus enjoyed from its isolated situation, important advantages, which prevented its 
sharing tlv) |fate +of Bohemia or Galicia. IVafGc caused the country Ip flourish, and 
the high roads through the province w-ere ajJvantugeouS to agriculture and grazing ; the 
fair alijp at Bq^zen had ciui^derably^ncrease^ in notoriety. Some remains* of .the aficient 
privileges stilj existejj* and J:lvDugh unimportant,^ were held dear by people ; these 
after tHie war, ivhicl^ pasted under the asi^imcft naihe of the “ war oY liberation,” were 
entirely lost sight of, being q^chariged, like^ sterling jrAfney, into the dear and base coinage

^ During the first Italian campaign of Buohaparte, from » April 17(K>, to April 1797, 
the TyijDlians, in^ accordance with AheirYin^jent charter, were summoned to take up Wins ; 
4he young general flushed with victory menacing them fi»ni Tortona|with fire*,and sword; 
which sj^ved, as an additional impulse Jo their ardour, tfour armies went tl^Yhe assistance 

TMantua, and the reconijuest oftbombatdy, had beeii entirely^ routed. Re|reated 
misfprt^iines, and particularly bad ^^er^ship^hadMoosehed the^ Bonds of military discipline. 
When| Naples had fallep, and the king of Sard^^p, together with the . Pope had liecn 
cofapellBd tp make peace, Buonaparte advanced within a few days inarch of Vienna, the left 
wing ol his army, under the coramandv.of^ Joubert, stretching throdgh iBrixen, and the 
plains Sterzing,^ crossing^ thp valley of the Drave, reached Carinthfh after haying baieii 
engaged ^iu several encounters with the Jyrolians ; but wWch, when ^lace^^n 
co|ppet\tion with the^ictions . of 1799 1800, and 1805, and the glorious evwts of 
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do not merit any dctaile'S account. ,A band of |Witriots, headed by Promditor 
Battagliay had been fornfed under the representation and belief, that thp^dpportunity,

Venice, • 
with the country as far as*J[-he AJige, belonged to Austria, as well as that part of 
the Tyrol adjacent to the Clsfdpine rejaiblie, surrounded by the Austrian territory, 
as elso *the south and south-eastern districts, and was 'W^^cwisc (joniiected witfr the 
empire on the norlh-^east. TJu*^ secret •treaty of Campofonuio consigned io Austria, 
Salzburg and Bertholsgadon ; the river and fortress oP Wasserburg, forming the 

boundaries ; and froln hence arose tlf(^ aifttoilation of Bavaria, that part of the coui^try 
between the Tim, the Lech, find the Danube, b^iiig thus rendered more readily accessible 
to Austria, which had already forcibly possessed Usclf of the most beautiful portion of 
ancient Bavaria. • . • 

In the year* 1S(;(), ^he second war of coalition was terminated in Italy, by Buonaparte 
pbtaining the victory of Alareiljio ; .and yi Germany, by Moreau, at the battle of 
Hohianlinden. #The peace of Luncville, aii<^ the aft-angeim^t* regarding* the German 
indeiiinificalioii* •incorporated with thje 'lyrol, botli Taeut atid Brixen,* and^ though 
these bishopriijks had been for a leifgth 6f reduced, partmlJy ^by aab^trary •power, 

and partially by means *of tlie into a idate of mere ^ceholds ; yet, the clailns ot 

<h<' bishops to possession were of earlier date, and more legitimate, than |hat o/^the 
fernily of (idrz on Habsburg. ^ 4L • • ^ 

The third war, of coaly iyn was rendered futile in less than month, by a serieS c^* 
igiionirnouR capitulation#, enabling Buonaparte, J)efVv'een«the J5th of Octojier, and tiie 13th* 
of November, iSO/i, to again ci^er Vienna. The disgrace acijuired at \jlm, was con-* 
siderably increased <Juring the October of the following year, by*the defeats at 9<;na and 
Auerstiidt* ami t^jrokgh the conduct of the c^imnandirs of the Prussian fortresses^^ Aft5r 
the battle of Austerlitz, which was fought •near the tpmlj^f Kaunitz,\he Tyyol, with Venice, 
aiid the adjacent territory was? severed Jrym Austria, ami annexed to^the kingdom of !^varia. 
This act of disunion caused decided satisfaeiJiu to the Etats, as confirmatory of the new 
^constitution of 1597.* ' ^ ^ 

^ lifter the capture tby surprise of Passau by the Auslrinns^ and in ^ the courj^ of Jthe 
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genej^ indemnification and secularization' gf Germany, •I’alleyrand spoke wMiout reserve 
'policy to be pursued by France towards JJavaria, and from 1803, to 
18b,5, the country was principally indebted to 1< ranee fqr the six^ngtli and power requisite 
to ensur^ its security and independence. Austria, on the Contrary, during the centuries 
it claimed a right over the kingdom, was accustomed more to deprive it of, than confer 
upon it, any ben!\5fit. At the close of the war in 181,5, when liavaria had lost thirty 
thousand men in the Russian campaign, with the material of tl\e aripy to an immense 
extent, and had again raised sixty lliousand ^troops ready for the field' constantly exhibiting 
a determination not to shrink from any sacriAre in promoting tMe political interests of the 
country, to which it was attached ; and according to the promises received, anticipating 
possession of the territories contiguous to the stat^ ; instead of which the distant circle 
of the Rhine was allotted to the kingdom, which exclusive of bcin^^^ subjected to many 
iQcoifveiiiences, rendered tlie^country in a military pejint of view totally insecure, both in 
the rear. Indeed, it may be here reniarkjpijr, as a fact worthy the attention 

of (jrermany, as well as thvi Swiss confederatkms and France, that the possession of the 
Brenner and Adige, could only in part rendjik** BcYkria safe ; the kirig might have been, 
as he could now, hy the forced march of t|dops through tlie 7'^Tolian defiles of Aachenthal 
Scharaitz during a stable summer's (fatj, be taken ky surprise in his castle, at Munich, 
without time to save his person bjj fliglit ; much less, the treasures of the kingdom : Austria 
also could, ckrry ou an uninttoupted communioation with its Lom|j|ardian and Venetian 
pr6vinces through Brixen, Ampeawa, and Wynns..* * . , < 

Thq protiecWrate and alliance of ftfapoleon demanded extraordinary exertions to c^jtain, 
and sacrifices *1© mai w])ivh may be assimilated with the idea of “ stloami of gokl and 

rivers of blood*” Xhis dire necessity, whiqh pfessed w ith • the force* of ant-iron hand upon 
,B4varia, compiled the cot^ntry, as the foremost pf^Vhe Rhenish confederation, to adopt 
regulations ^nd institutions, in accordance yith the French, which offended the national pride 
of tjje^Tyrolians, some instances, materiallji injured their internal interests ; hut they 

fnora generally took unfli>rage respecting the tenets of their jc^igion ; and the undaunted 
^hardihood with which they carried int(^o%ct their plans, is as inexplicable, as the Slusion 
•W^ich prevailed, even tg the moment of the eruption ; — ! however the account of these 
proceedings detailed irt a work wri^n by Count Akxandre partisan of 

Buqpap^rte, in reference to the memorable cwipaign of 180^. ^9 * i, 

" extensive kingJiom, adorn^ w^th so mtoy glbrious rCmei^brances^ but through a 
serieu^f yea.rs often hun\ilia.led, threw off the f(^u];|;li time yoke of its misfortunes, 
and appeared on the field of battle more ppfrarful than ever. The kid revolutions had de- 
prived (numbers of existence, and many , of lihe means of livelihood ; *n1tea of noble mitid^ 
urged by their owm ccgiragaous feelings, arose to assert thoir Country’s ^d 

tapossess^themselves of their nation’s freedom ; ^d loud an<Ffervent Were the 
foftli fgr their success^ir**fea^and distii^t could scarcely jmvent all firopi rafiying bene; 3 i<th 
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their banners^ and openly assistjifg them in thoir struggle for liberty. Even after those 
unfortunate occurrences, which took place in such rapid * succession at hamhlmt and 
RathhoUy many daring and courageous attempts were made to revehge nation^ 

wrongs* which though dcej#y jelt, h^d hitherto only been coni|iilained of in silence. 71iesf 
•repeated acts •of heroisnj and patriotic devotion, at length excited the whole country to 
espouse Austria’s unhappy cause. .It is here, impossible without admiration to turn our 
attention to the undaunted inhabita»i:s of the 'J yrolian mountains^ wfio though almost 
surrounded with enlmiei^, and nearly abandoncej their exertions, seemed as cirenm- < 
stances became more crit^al and inomentouii, to demonstrate in a corresponding degree, 
greater valour and enthusiastic yeal im the caiise to which they had dedicated themsel\%\s !i’ 
In alluding again to th(‘ir deliverance, which w^as achieved ^ai the battle of Mount . Isel near * 
Iiisprnck and l lolu^icius, Ijnh<ftfh* likffwise states The results which ensued from that 
memorable day, tlie S)th of May, were to interrupt the communications between! TtaJ^ and 
(jicrmany, which continued a long tfme after the armistice of^/riaim, forming a ],arge trdbt 
c»f country into a sInPe like a seeTmd Vendee, extending from Valteliiie, Garda, and 
('onstance; to the Gfiites of Salzburg, placing obstacles against the progress of (he brencli 
arnjs, which had they begn deftjateef at wagrain, would ha\'e proved almost insur- 
mountable.” ^ ^ 

During tlie mcknclibly period of subjection bentlth a foreign yoke, which was passed 
from to >S09, Germans were too ofbjri eii^iged agfiinst each other in ejvil stMfe and 
IJoodsbed. On the 17tli of May, preceding ihft 21)th l)efore deferred to, favonVeS by a dark 
and ck>udy nigl^, the mountains of the Tyrol suc^enly illurajnaied witli •beacon fires, 
bursting forih, JUve threatening meteors, from seventeen dilleren| Slimmits. ^ The spirit of 
the coiiiifry, tluiiugh^jmrpotually.harassecl, a«d nearly overpowered,^ again, l^hauiix-lB^e, rose 
.supericu* to oppression, atfemptiiig kulignantly to burst its f bains, and oi^ce^noro acquire 
its native freedom. 'I’his christening wdtli blood and fire, was like a saciifioe offered to* 


biUroj)€% invoking ./^cg/7/??/r/ry to place yrol under its aneffint soMereignty, * 

After tlie peace, of Viepiyi, the Tyrol wtas separated into thrc«!^ districts. The Itqjiian 
portioi:^ the country Upcoming *anncxed to th(^epa^ment of the Upper Adige. ThS 
eastern part yrith the valley of thi^Puster, belonging to the new kingdom oT*Illyria, and tbe^ 
northern divisftm, asjivcll as the»vallfcs of the Eisack and Vinoio remaining i^ider the 
gnvern^neiA of Bawaria. ^ ^ # 

Those feelings of native*couTage*whiclf had been deeply excited; and even liei^Uehed, 
l>y the successes so hardly earned, ar^l Jthe uiSfe^rited mischances ^during the campaign of 
dStt), s^eftied now wotinded and depressed witfc , the thoughts, that the ancient confiexitos 
of the country^ fmugRt wdth numerous happy recollections, were •being perhaps for e^er ^orn 


asunder, and, that th# Tyrol was not only losing its rank anyn^ nations, ^but that# the very 
hajpc^was^fikely to disappear frdbi the langu^e of the country, at the moment whendt bad 
been gloriously crowned with fresh laurels, and moji^tened with thoWood of so mai^ oYjts 
P<^rt 3 , Tyrol,

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bravest sons ! I'hough the motives were natural, whic^i jictuated these feelings, yet were 
they erroneous, wliep we consider, that it Was only during later times, the union of the 
several distrWs under the designation of the Tyrol ; the country might have been as well 
Renominated from the counts of Andcchs, the principftity or that of HemifeU, 

or Sormenburg from the counts of Geirz, as to have received the appellation of JV/ro/, from am 
old castle, built on the ruins of Ji Roman fort, belonging to the counts of Vincio. The 
acts of the corifcileration for a lengthened period distinguished the country of thej Tyrol, 
as lihe province in the valley of the Tmi, ,and the country of th\^ ^AeSge, with the three 
bishoprics of Rrixen, Coire, and Trent. Tfv partition of the cgiuitry, which took place in 
again concentrated the original provinces, excepting the city of liotzcn^ which by 
various intrigues, had been annexed to Italy. I'he re-establishirient of the Tyrol was 
fouhded on the principle of those nationalities aifd hoiwftlaries whic|f., nature, language, 
nianjiprs, and history had marked out from the time of the Carollngliinsi and evim as early 
ai? the jfige of Loiigobar(ti 'omA. Bajm^are^ The fhhahitant of the Pustcrthal with his 
vandal dialect, had been from 1500, the ^ear In whfcfi Charles V! was horn, classed as a 
Carinthian, who, it is true, he resembles incrg than the southern Tycolian. Between the 
Bafvarian and Tyrolian mountaineers, howev«!!i, thc*siinilarity i% striking ; while the confines 
of the Adige and Ilrcnta, as well as the^A(:>r^^ and Sarha^ though they are inhabited by 
Tyrolians, yet no contrast can be strofiger exemplified than in their miori, dress, language, 
manners, laws, industry, cleanliness, freedom ^f possession, and succession to property, 
prosperity, and religious iiotfcns.^ In the fwo vallies likewise^, in which dw511 the Ciernitin 
and Tyrolian peasants, tjlioiigh only^eparat^cl by a single mountain of moderate size,»yet in 
passing from*one to thg ^other^ the change is so rapid, that one is aljnosf- induced to 
imagiup} that ^a profound sleep has for a long lime overpowered oup senses, during which, 
we have travelled a considerable distance, so distinct, and opposite are all the peculiarities 
r>f character^hetween the two people. 

Tli^ arriingeincutf of thS provinces endured for more than four years, but a few weeks 
aftej: the battle of Leip3<g, the Illyrian and Italian portion of t^he country was conquered !)y 
Ihe Austrian troops under the conjmaiKlfcp^/////c/'. TowWds thef niddle of the yeat* 18 M, 
^Bavaria exchaifged its ^Tyrolian possessions for Wurzb^g and Ascliaffeiiluir^ ; and thus 
after eijjfet years separjilion, the TyroUreturned inftegrally into the ^ossesciOn of the same 
family upder whose sovereignly^ it liac[ existeifor four hund^d and forty-|hrefi years.. 

The government of Tnspruck co^orises a population t)f seven iiundred thousand, including 
the inhabitants of a tract of land, called tjie circle^ the J'orarlbetg^ situated between the 
AKjer/, the Grisons, tlm Rhine, and th^Rake of Constance. It was formerly dividec^ 
betweeil the grand duchy oT Allemania, thcMuchy of Churrheetia, and*the\lioceses of Coire 
and Cort 5 itanc 6 ; in this district^ Aeniocratical feelings prevail to a much greater extent«thau 
in ihok "f jrol, neitfeer nobility nor priesthood teing tolerated, yet the people, rti in ^other 
cmnjtrijs, enjoy the li^ht of heaven, ancj the seasons with all their blessings rev6lve here ir» 
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their usual course ! The principj^f^ places composing the Vorarlberg, are the old Roman 
/iregenz, Feldkirch, Blvdenz, and Hohenem^^ which by mortgage and purchase, have 
come into the possession of the princes of Austria, from an ancient family^ jenowned in 
heroic legend and song; 'firpgcir// and Feldkirch having belonged to the counts of 
•J/o;/ //or/ witli^ the /?/'/?? / Illiideiiz and Werdenburg, to those bearing ^ 9 . Black 
Banner; Sargans and * Sonnerbergy to those of the White Banner ; this family had been 
Jong deJBining, but did not become extinct till the year 17H3, while the house of Hohenems, 
celebrated alike in tlie ^lays of Maximilian I. anjl CSiarles Y- ^^^id in important connexibns 
with Rome, expired in the 17.71). St. Gall, Notre-Dame-des-Hermites, the Guelphish 
Weingarten, and tlie Carolingian nun»lery Tit I*indaii, held likewise some possessions in tho 
district. In the forest of liregenz, and valley of Muntolun, there were many free imperial 
parishes, which wei-e with difficulty restrained from entering into an alliance with the 
Appenzel^ The chai^icter of the people inhabiting the V^orarlberg, affords the gr^test 
affinity to that of the Swis.s ; the rterman lyrolian blending more the character ^ of tRe 
[)easant of the Vorarll?erg, with tiiafc of the ^rmthiari, who^for many years* has live<l 
in a vstatc of bondage? and become absorbed jii traffic. The residents of these free parishes, 
elected their own Ln'ndamma7ni^ with a council consisting of twenty-four rncunbers, tfnd 
would not render any homage to tljeir prince^ until he had taken the prescribed oath.<«, 
which appears to have been an ancient privilege, likR a Spanish non, non^ and common 
to all GermauJ^, forniing a clause in the /icts of every diet ; for instance, ‘‘•if the*prince 
infringes the cfiarter, then ai(;e land and ^people* jihsolved /roiif their allegianct*,” and again 
“if grievances complained of, are not attencigd to, t^^i will no longer* pay taxes.'* 
Thi.s counciWwert? accustomed to meet near iiotzen^ in a room, cfected on eight wooden 
pillars,- tlie entrance being eflWicJ Ijj’ meAns of a ladder, whic}\ was ^afterwprds ?epnoved. 
until the assembly bad conie to a rewihition, respecting the /Juestion in deliberation. , The 
inhabitants of the V^orarlberg, not only obtair/ a livelihood by agriculture, ‘4)reeding of’ 
cattle, and navigation of the lake, but alsp enjoy the advantage of manufactories of potton 
and embroidered nyu.slins, ^rRJ carr/on atK»le in wooden wares, defls, and straw hats. , 
The^l yrolian mountai^ from tlie mighty wjall pfirpartifion between Germany and Italy* 
in many pla<jes, they are coverec^ with eternal masses of snow, cf^viding^the vallics of tlie. 
Inn, the Adige* the Rienz, and tte Drave, and in whose neighbourhood are to be found 
some cf the lughost mountains^if the ancien^tontiricpt ; ampng which we may enumerate, 
the lofty and imposing witH its beautiful glaciers, situateJ on the confines of the 

Valteline, lyrol, and Upper Rha*li% ; ^ also the snowy pyramid^ of the (i!lockneT,.iiHmg 
from its bed of ice, as the boundary stone of ^Jttzburg, the Tyrol, and Carinthia. It nfey 
readily be imagined,* that the cultivation of a country differing so much in its chjiracter. 
mti«t»of necessity affofd many contrarieties. • i , I* * 

^naong^the inhabited vallies* amounting number to nine and twenty, rnanj oft those 
situated in the north-west of the Upper Innthal, ar^ far from fertile, .jcarcoly bringir^ torth 
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even oats ; while those towards the southern districts^ produce wine, tobacco, oil, silk, 
and the in<?st delicate fruits of Italy, The Oerman Tyrolian inay be often seen descending;, 
with extreme peril, the steepest mountains, in order to mow a handful of grass from the 
/.inall gr^en patches, which here and there deck their ragged silles, and frequently in spring 
ho has to ascend these lofty heights, carrying on his back the earth, wlikh the rains of 
autumn have wasjied from his field into the vale. The forest torrents sometimes cover his 
ground with stones and sand during the winter, wdieir in spring, he cheerfully rercrtumences 
his toil', and will not desist, until lie *has obtained a fresh, and ir in”st an ces, a quadruple 
layef' of soil, in order to restore the ground to its former strte of cultivation. In places 
tifhere the earth has bijen by degrees collected oh masses of dohrit, or fragments of rocks 
precipitated into the vallies, advantage is immediately taken by sowing the newly discovered 
sj)()t wdth grass, Indian corn, or potatoes. Ily means of s\fch indusiry, it is not surprising 
to fix'd ill some tracts of the country, a nobleman existing on a 2 )opulation of two hundred, 
and a cleigynian on that of one hundred and fifty ; the variety of the soils and their produce 
elucidate the fact, th^'t when the again lapsed into the possession of Austria 

in 1814, there were enumerated in the deli^chufiil district of Lienz/only eight hundred 
aiuli four inhabitants to the square Gennadi* mile, wliilst in that of Jirixen theye were one 
thousand three hundred and seventeen, in Insiiruck one thousand six hundred and fifteen. 
]k)tzcii two thoiu^and and sixty two, ftoveredo four thousand four hundred and sixty one, 
and in Tr^nt* seven thousanid three hundre(l and forty. 

^rhe Alps are traversed by seventy-two differeijt passes, the lowest and most convenient 
of whjch is‘tjiat of the I^renner. In ascending this mountain, there ere found \i)nid8t 
the snoj^v and ice, many plq^nls wdiich grow' in the highest regions of the Alps; again 
descending iitlo the plain of Slerzing ^nd ’wandering towards llfixen, the blooming 
.safiron may be gathered, several of the dolicioifs southern fruits. On tlie heights 
of Schaha Js seen the blushing richness "of the juicy grape, and, if we advance further, 
crosijihg with dilEcuJty the barren rocks and crags, we ^ find ourselves ami<]st groves of 
gheSnuts and fig ttees,‘’and where the luxuriiCnt vine spreading its tendrils from tree to 
Iree, forms in playful elejgance coEtinuffi lines of festoons and aj^V^rs, seeming to indicate 
favoured spot held sacred to the rosy t 

To tbh geologist and 'mineralogist, ^he various mountSins afford a rich ^!ihd ami>lc store 
iiftr ter^tigation. Tlie marble found' heif> has of late < created considerable attenti(ui 
sculptors, aiqn-oaching in bs (jpality that of l^ros and^Carara. 
f'oung Adrighetto of CasteU)ar(K>, frienej ;^d contemporary of I^etrarch, first 
encoui^ed the breeding of silkworms at FRireredo; and the most eminent improvementip 
made m the art of manufacturing .silk ^ave originated in the religious and pditical 
perficculfems of nljghbouriii^? oofintries ; which may be instanced in the persons of SaYi^lx 
of Vollkammcr, Verleger, and Gattercr of Nuremberg, Sichard of Att§sbui;g and 

VanettI of llassayo. ^ 
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The Tyrol does not produce s^trftfcicnt grain to meet the consumption of the country. 

and imports therefore a considerable quantity of corn frctni Bavaria, and the Austrian 
pajrts of Italy. The various fruits of the country are transported into the rpmotest parts 
of ^Russia ; and in the soutllcsrn division of the I’yrol, tobacco and hemp form an importauj 
article of traffic ; the flax of the northern departments, competing in quality' with the 
growth of Brabant. From the south, likewise, extensive exports of wood are made by 
tlie riv«< Adige to Venice. Thii vast demand for wood required by the Salt Works anrl 
Founderies in the vlWlev ’of the Inn, is supplied from the forest of the Orisons ; and taking 
a summary view of the exportable articles, principal of which may he enumerated, 
as salt, metals, wood, fruit, cattle, a» 4 d the jh-oduce of milk; the Tyrol being depeildan/ 
on foreign countries for most ojjier necessaries. * 

It may he estimated, that nearly forW thousand lyrolians annually leave their country, 
and w’andcr forth into different parts of ]?jurope, for months, and sometimes for ;^ars ; 
taking with them various articles ♦of art and manufacture, or with the intention lot 
engaging themselves ai different •trades ; and from lime to time either lyiuging or 
transmitting home their well-earned profitsr It is Veldoni* the Tyrolians follow any single 
craft, as they appear to havje a natural* teno^icy for mechanical arts ; the genius of 4 he 
people seizing with avidity any art connected wifti industry ; for, as soon as they experience 
the want of a machine to facilitate tlicir operations, •they form it ; and though not highly 
finished, yet ibis capable of answering the pu?i)Ose, fof which it was ‘intended, .^nd Is 
frequently applfed w'llli advantage^ in their domestic alFairo, in saving both* time and 
trouble — for instance, little hydraulic machifles will^be seen, putting in motion their 
grindstones a wheel, acting as a motive power in the churns, Vheti making butted; and 
f'ven a cradle, jgcntjy, rocked by mean's of a crank, whfclf derives a perfectly* equable 
motion from a fall of water inoderate^l by^rt. • • 

The inhabitants of the upper valley ol the Inuftnay be seen travelling w ith th^ir canaries! 
the people of T<»{ereck with their carpets, those of Grdden^with Ihejir w<;^s in^Vood. 
tliose of Tesines \yth their paifitings, thosp of Stubey with their •iron\, ware, while olhers 
offer foff sale, oils, medic jpes, herbs, gloves, and ^ijpncrals ; and are to be found traversing 
the continent from Asiatic Russia to Spain, England, and both thfe* Indies. Some 
inhabitants of ^Jrbden, and. Stubby have established trading hovvses in Spain, J^ortugal, 
and thf coio»te^> ^ • 

The beauties, however, •and fas€inations, which nature and a^t hold forth ill other 


countries, do not afford clitfrms sufficiently * strong to" diminish the inlierent love a^d 
veneration fondly dierished by the I'^Toliau j[or his Home; that ardent longing^ wk^n 
abseBt, to again liehald- his native mountain^ works itself eviftitually into diseasel which 
itiji in the powercither of medicine or riches to assuage.^ « *

Ojffe of the chief roads tnu erses the country biitween the Jjakes oV Ainmer a^d Wiirrn, 
tflen r^ac^ing the river Lech, wdnds along it banks, ^.passing' through Fiissen, and the 
Mermit|ig« of Ehrenberg Eeitti ; dijoro;jng from iTie valley of the T^ech, into that of the

Another runs along the river Isar, between the lakes of Kooiiel and Waller, to Scharnit/., 
the celebrated frontier town of the Tyrol, then leadings direct to the metropolis of InsjR’Uck. 

A third passes-by the Mangfall^ through the pastoral district of the clear and serene lake 
of Te^ern^ by the wild r&riiantic baths %f KrQuth, thence pervadipg the* rude Tyrolian 
vaH^y and gloomy lake of Achon,. descending' the,,steei^heiglds of lenback, to the borders 
of the ri\ er ^pn, and tiie lUiglecteiU mines ^md town of Schvvatz, a placew which previous 
to its destruction by fire, .was flourishing condition. * * • 

A f<Mirth c^ipduct^ tha. traveller over tjie fto.senheim, to the stfoitg fortress and .stale 
prisop of Kiiffstein, whore t^ic*Inn, forsaking tlie Tyrdtian territory meanders into Bavaria ; 
here the ydlitbful Otho, vested wdlh the ‘sovereignty of Greece, bid adieu to his native 
couiiUy, having pi^rtaken the arduous, aiid^almost l^opedess task 'of attempting to

■ 'rhc\rcrnaininf» road proceeds from ^H^ch, by the lmpetuQU« J%ur, to the green vifi^ters of

’ often h^tfa designed by the Austrians, heir frontiei*towf!>^and has also be^ rendered nolo- 
ri&tts by^the faithful attachmeRt, and heitiic cdurage displayed by its ^hah^hts,'" in defending 
the cause of the Lear*oi Wiitvlsb^ h, wis^ the*^^mn/er/ of In§d|$tad1^. Leaving the Lake 
of ChWm, called the Bftvariav Sen, on the right, S'e road pi^scs Stein, the singularly 
formed castle of the marauding kniglit, llA^z, surnamed the savage ; through Trausteinji 
noted f|r its salt wnrks, to^eichenhall, Berchtesgaden, and SalzburgI From the Saka, it 
agjyn reverts to thp Inn, th^rougff the pass of Strub, the scene bf maify a severe and tfJdWy 
con^(^t : itnd from thence again into the Tyrok ^ ^ • 

Jfn order thoroughly^to appreciate the deeg interest, which history, and <^lt^tnis and 
f "" 
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beauties which nature, have ' so y«flintif«)ly lavished on this deliji^hiful country; we shall 
more minutely enter into the detail of the various objects Worthy attention, which preisfent 
themselves in the environs of the first of these first five roads, noticing at tlie^s^ine time, the 
different views and liistories^tl^at arci# connected with the others, where they branch into the 
^rnain line of our description. * * 

Munich, during the’last five years, has been the favourite resort of travellers, distin- 
guisheeWbr their learning, sciened, anrb knowledge of the arts. The beauties of Switzerland 
have been so often (!xploi*ed, and depicted, that they fiave become familiar, as a “ twice Jtold 
tale,” but the highlands Bavaria, Salzburg* and Tyrol, offering novelty and freshness 
in the romantic and picturesque, hav« attiiactM numerous visitors. The portfolios of thjs 
tourist and artist have been Ipaded with sketches ; and the shops if the printsellers, from * 
Munich to Hamburg, and from 44erlin t*f) Hanover, have been lull of engravings, pourtrayirig 
the various points of beautiful scenery. ‘ 

We have already designated Muhich the Vhmnwi* of Gofmatty ; this is no ha^nied 
simile, or senseless encomium ; as t^^irope* cannot produce a similar instance in |he present 
or past ages, even among the largest, and ^icliesi rnecropoli^s, that in so few years, any 
city has collected together ^uch a iiuniber valuable objects of the fine arts, nor ereoted 
so many splendid edifices ; nor in which so Inuch brilliant talent has been discovered, 
brought into action, and rendered eminent ; whil(# at the same time, a more solid and 
(congenial dire«tion has been given to taste im many branches of pulJlic education ; a 
I^ational Schodl has ficen also established, whicii is likely for»a series of vearA to be highly 
conducive to the benefit of the country. TAcse facts have been accomplished with pro- 
{K)rti()riately Jim^t^d means and outlay, having 'been brought in A being, as i^were **by the 
vvavo of a niagig wa^d*;” — the true ca^s^^, hfwever, originafin|^ in the invincible superiority, 
and power of genius, and the impulses of genuine feeling. s f 

In the following respect Munich ina*y be also? termed the (/ermau Florence After fh^ 
fall of Coiistantii\ople, many of the illustrious characters iff the day Ibupd a generems 
asylum from the , dire persecutions, an (T hatred of the Turks, Florence, untlei^ tin* ^ 
protee^on of liorenzo d^ Medici^, called “ the hither of the Muses.” When of late tlte 
enslaved and almost heart-brokqp sons of ancient and renowned Greet^ with tKe dying 
efforts of despagring courage broke tlfeir galling fitters the first tones of syiypathy for 
their /ate* ndStHhided from thg ^hords of |;Jie royal harp at Munich,” and which were 
responded to by the Bavdirian sward ; Munich aflerw^ards becoming a school ?<!r yoimg 
Grecian orphans. * * ^ * 

^ We must, however, hasten our departure froji this interesting and regal city, and^pro4k$ed 
southwards to tMh bftnks of the river Lech, which rushing with rapid course dejra from 
tbj formed far centuries the line of demarcation ^between Bavaria ai^^Suabia. 

Botl^ sidea of the sloping declivities of the fountains, which divide the ^ yrol froA Wvaria, 
stretching the Lech to the Salza, are interspersed with romantic an3 JieiNififid 
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lakes, the banks of some being surrounded with luxutiatii meadows, dark %nd 

towering mountain forests, surmounted with pict^resque villages ; whilst the margins of 
others remavi^ in silent lorielmess, whose monotony is only disturbed by the rippling 
ijndulntions of tlie water, the roaring of the wind, bi the ^w#d shriek of the eagle ; Imt 
presenting a scene of powerful interest at the time, when either the rosjfc tints of morns 
first illumine the prospect, or the scenery is enriched, by the goldfen i-ays of the setting 
sun, or the outline is softened'^ by the sihre^y haa»of the ‘^pale moonlight.” X)n the 
Bavarian side of the mountain, ^our road leads up the Lech, Letvteen file lakes of Ammer 
and J\^urm by Starenberg and Wcilham^ round the lofty ryountain of Peissenberg to 
$ichongau and Fiissen, passing the lakes of*Kochel|t Waller, Eib, and Tegern, the latter 
of which is embellishecf with the .charming villa of the Queen Dowager ; we tlien approach 
the most extensive lake on the route, that of ChiAn, and^then the lake of Wagingen, to 
Bertholsgaden, traversing the foot of the stupendous Watzmann, and •afterward^ arriving at 
tlfe Lake^of St. Bartholomew^ or lac royals whose silftnt waters are often croi|sed by herds 
of frightened deer. — On the TyroUan side^ w*e vieW*the lake of Heiterwangen, in the 
vicinity of which, under the root of a niii^fablew hut, the Emperor Lotharius, on bis 
return from Rome, closed his earthly careerf — then arrive at the lake of Achenthal, 
and view in our progress various smaller^ lakes one of which, the llechteime or Lake 
of Pikes, situated below KufFstein, dfeserv'es more particular mention, as being connected 
with the singular coincidence, that during Ahe identical period, when the dreadful earthquake 
vma commitrtng its ravages at Lisbon, th« waters of ti^iis lake became viblently agitateji, 
emitting flames and inejted dross, ^nd cas Ang on the banks numbers of ^dead fisht which 
had bebn boiI<^ by the*heaf of the w ater. * « • i 

The^lbfty mountain of Peisse?fber^ rises three* thousand four bundrefj and seventeen 
Bavarian, Di^* three thousand five hundred and flinetaep English feet, above the level of 
Ihe sea ; and from whose heights, a commanding and b^utiful pano^mic viewjs obtained, 
une^dallcd fli Germany, conl5)rising the whole range of the Alps, and the immense plain 
lying' between the Leek, and the Isar ; the dqji^iled eye w^ndefs iti ctfidless variety over 
/ivers, lakes, mountain forests, ^allie^ruins, and Ci^prehending within its 

compass, the cities of Munich, Augsburg, Freising, eiid upwards of [jhree hundred 
villages ;.,^hen the horizoii is clear, the^irospect is clten^ed its far.as, Jtto and Danube, 
a]^^.irising in the distance, is^ to be Jl^fjervo4 tbe glittepijiy -iirtof^vy 
S^tis / besides which^ are seen the towering mountanns ...0^ Watzmann, and 

Glockner. This enchanting spot is also^niuch resorted lo*as a place of pilgrimage, as 
wipil an observatory. On our left, we i^ceive the (!!astle oif P^eitingau, destroyed by 
the Sw4des, and the abbiAs of Reiteiibucn and Steingadert, founded 1}^ the elder and 
youngep 'founts of Guelph, wh^ dioth embarked in the unforUmate ^rasade to Palest^. 
Wej^w*soon become aware of being in the^ ncighbourhftod''^of the iltealth^ tamplays, by . 
the 4xq|eUent repair, in which the church of the old lown*^ of Schongai^M^taars ; and 
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which was erected by the first Cqiifht of Guelph, as a penance for the sacrileges he had 

committed on the religious establishments of Augsburg. 

FuMerij called by the Romans and Eastgoths, “ the defile of the Alps on ^^ech,” and 
which was strongly fortified* lyaintairis a classical place in the annals of (.'hristianity. Ijt 
was here, that4wo holy men took up their abode, who having embraced the faith of Christ, 
relinquishing all their’ worldly possessions, suffering numerous privations and hardships, 
had trained with the pious intention cf d^strciying the idolatry of Odin in the oaken shades 
of Alleiriania, Rh(Bda,/iifd 1-lelvetia, and converting^e pqgan worshippers to the Christian 
faith. One, named Magnuj , a disciple of St. fiFall and Columban, liad wandered from the 
then unknown countries of Scotland sjnd Ireland ; the other, Siinpert, a nephew of Pepin^ 
whose tower is visible near 1 riyichgau, performed his pilgrimage from France. The smalj 
ancient church of St. Magnus ^is still* to be seen at Waltershofen, and the tomb of the 
Saint in Jhe church 'of Sf.Mang, at Fiissen. Near this town, is situated the ol(^ and 
celebrated castle of I/ohet)-l^chw(ut<^ay^ originally of Roman ^structure, surrourqjed by* a 
^lake, bearing a similar dame, which'^rdceives the mountain torrent of Juge. The -castle may 
be esteemed the watch tower of South and stands near the cross roads, u/rt dwersa^ 

communicating between the fen, the Le8h, and the three frontiers of Suabia, Bavaria, and 
the Tyrol. Within the walls of the ^fortress, liither found^a safe and secret asylum from 
the persecutions of the diets of Worms and Augsburff, under the protection of the gallant 
Lan^emarde/, • In 1833 IIohen~Schv)fni<j^u purchased by Maximilian, the •crown 
psince of Bavaria, a zealous palron^of the arts find sciences, ^ho, not satisfied with merely 
rescuit^ from demolition, this ancient for t,\ connected with sq many mesnorable and 
historical facits, ^(hiterniiiieil also to repair, as well as embellisji *it. Ha^ng been the 
residence of tlui illwstrious families of the*(jruelphs, the Stauffenj, and the^^chyrJs^ three 
spacious chambers ornamented witii jijnntings, are dedicifted to their confmemoration. 
Another room has been set apart as illustrative •of different eminent Bavarians, who have* 
either rendered themselves conspicuous b^ their travels, or disdbveries*: as Marlin Bgh&im, 
of Niirnherg, Admiral of Pqrfegal ; Ulrich Schmiedel, of Straubing? who "was present at^the 
di.scov^*^y of Brazil, and lyilding dt Buenos Ayre^ Johj;i Schildberger, of Munich^ takeA 
prisoner by l^^jazet, at Nicopedis, %nd by Tamerlane, at Ancyra,&c.^ Auolfter apartment is, 
devoted to the*<tnetnory of celebmted Voinen ; as Ludmilla, of B^igen ; Elsbeth llelinger, 
Agnes Jlernairfer^lfilippiha Welfier, &c. Theiidifferen^ angulsy compartments and l^filconie^!, 
are adorned with portraits f)f distin|;uished Bavarians, and ornamented with an unique 
collection of national armoriaf bearings,^ and historical emblematical devices. 

« The passes which defended the northern ^ts of the Tyrol, have of late becti qifite 
negleptad, and partially filled with debris* Their falling into this dilapidated state|may be 
diK|td* from the period of the eight years separation of tlift ^Tyrol from Austria ; jfera since 
' 180!),»whelf these defiles were lucceSvsfuHy qpeupied by the Tyrolians efuring their V^olt. 
From the illustrious, but small adjacent town of Keitti, the road leads J:hrough futile 
Partly t^roL 
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plain, ascending towards the renowned hermitage of J^pnberg; and thence by the barren 
mountain peaks of Bermoos, to the extensive, though forsaken mines of SiJberleute and 
Feigenstein,ion the Mountain, which formerly marked the boundaries of the posses- 
sions of the family of Habsburg, as the Arlberg did Ihose^inFa more southerly direction. 
Tie road continuing to wind up the height, becomes much narrower, bordered by deep and 
lofty precipices ; and looking downwards, the darkened. waters of different lakes are seen, 
from amidst which, rises a stupendous rode, whose suAimit is crowned with the small 
fortress of Femstoin. Passing the ruftis 9 ! Siegmunsburg, tbrnlejfly bne of the hunting 
chateaus of the Archduke Siegmund, the read descends the ijiountain of Fern, into the 
gloomy vale of Nassereit ; whence it divides mto'twosbranches, one conducting the traveller 
/southwards to the castle of the ancient family of Starkenherg, and from thence to Imst, a 
place which previous to its destruction by fire, was,*like tVifj adjacent country extending to 
Reitji, in an active and flourishing condition, thus rendered by thef' industry of the two 
enterpcisiiig merchants named Strele ; from hence thh road proceeds to Landeck, in the 
Rhcetian Engadein, and Tjjfolian Vintschgau j the oth^ branch teifding eastward, direct to 
Inspruck, through Miemingcn and Telfs. f • • ♦ 


In the environs of Miemingen, is pleasantly situated the »casile of Fruendsheim, sur- 
rounded with a mote, once the property of Ihe heroic family of Freundsberg; not far distant 
also appears the dark tower of Klamm* in earlier ages the resort of knights-errant, or rather 
knighily freebooterfi ; from hence may be>^isited^the lonely region of the lyrolian glaciers, 
called here and in Switzerland, Gliitscher theiroad soon after reaefnes Mdz, whefe 

it passes ovef Jthe river Inn. Near fthis pla^re, an interesting monument to the meipory of 
ConraSin, the last sefon of .‘¥ illustrious family of Stauffen, was ereqted 4 through the 
affection of Iji^s mojher .Elizabeth ; who, JikeWise* in accordance with tl>|i wishes of her 
second husband, Meinhard,^fcfhnded the Cistercian Abbey of Status, in 1273, occupying the 
site of an aftcient wooden chapel, dedicated to St. .John the Baptist, surrounded by a forest 
of oatb?, and situated Ip a rude and dreary valley^ which only during a few months of the 
year, enjoys the cheeriifg influence of the sunfe rays. Within ^the abbay, rest the remains 
«f the (founts of Tyrol, the heirs of the h^pse of Gbrz, add the Pxi^ices of Habsburgj, whose 
^sovereignty extSnded oyer the Tyrol, down to the peri<^ of the reign of Maximilian I. 
About hour’s journey distant from this fine monksteiy> stands the anefent castle of St. 
Retersbarg, which originally belonged^ to the ^iavarian coun^ of Sempt I'SheAber^, from 
whom it descended to the Guelphs, and afterwards canSs into the possession of the princes 
of the ^mily of Stauffeiv together with the vallies of^the Lech and Getz, and the forest of 
Scharnitz. ITiis castle was made the temjjprary prison of the youthful Margaret, MauU^ 
jprevious to her mairiage with Lewis of Brandenburg. ' 

from Sautens, thi^vaU^ of Getz commences, encompassed by the principal por^ipn 
of th^Pyjolian glaciers, which lie between the^vallies of thS Inti and Adige. Asithe tjmrist ^ 
adyancasfrom Lengei^eld and Solden.into this valley, all vestiges of anisiated nature 
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gradually vanish ; human footstep f are difficult to trace; the busy hum of man becomes 

more indistinct^ until at length the sound of the tinkling hells of the distant herds and 
flocks cease to vibrate the air; the fir supplants the place of the oak beech; the 
stunted forests neither harbbuj: gamfe, nor is their gloom relieved by the warbling note pf 
• the smaller feathered tribe ; the shrill cry even of the birds of prey, seldom inteirupts *the 
dreary monotony which reigns around. One wanders amidst enormous masses of vari- 
coloured} ice, which sometimes tbrm Jiuge caverns, resounding with the hollow roaring of 
invisible waters ; and, where occasionally bodies of^ags, chamois^ and other animals are • 
discovered, not in a statf| of decomposition^ i)ut preserved by the cold in a shrivelled 
condition, like mummies. Corroborative of tlie dangers of this passage, it is related* that 
G alius 1 anzer, a peasant, belonging to the valley of Stubey, and remarkable for his ' 
Herculean powers, in the middft? of the summer of 10^7, was proceeding from Imst, by the 
shortest ,road over \he Timbls-mountain, through Passeyer to Meran ; relying on his 
experience and bodily strength, he iiSade light of the admonition and caution receivea litim 
his friends, as to the perils of tlie* journe y. Tr usting to tlm deceitful appearance of the 
snow, he was suddeifly plunged beneath its,apparently hard surtace, into a deep gulph of ice ; 
recovering from his fall, he fwrveyed deipondingly the horrors which surrounded him ; when 
directing downwards his anxious gazj, he cauglft a faint glimpse of light, which seemed to 
indicate some remote opening ; after violent exertioif, crawling midst blocks of ice, the light 
became more ‘distinct, and at length he^ again^eathedf the pure air of heaven. •At the 
mouth, however, of the cave/n, tvio bears w^erc? prowling, whb threatened opjSosition to his 
egrestf. Thougji unarmed, yet confident in his^natural^strength, 1^ boldly advanced towards 
the monsters, de>ermined to dispute the quiet possession of tlfeir hold. I^iin seamed to 
acknowledge tl^ truth of the adage, tha*t ‘‘the better part of^valour is discretion,” •qnd with 
sullen growls, retreated slowly towaxls tlie forest, leaving il'jift passage free, to ‘the delight of 
the intrepid Tanzer, who found himself again in? the same line of road, from whence he hall 
made so rapid and unexpected a deviation. • * •* * 

It is the prevailing ogiijion of the nvountain hunters, as widl as the woodmen^ and , 
shepherds, that in no ^art of this country ar^the jhocks of earthquakes so forcibly 
experienced .^8 in these icy gulphs and caverns. Many of the caves arfi beautifufly diver- 
sified with crystals ; those, partidularfy, found in the upper and lower vallies of thp Inn, are 
of different‘^c()lNirs, as whitQ^ smoky blacl^®yellaw,^and gyeen ; and were considered ^by 
Maximilian I. to be endued with thfe talisnnanic power of necromancy, and even astrology, 
and who therefore entertained a rejtless anxiety to get them into his possession. The 
rapid melting of the snow, effected by the of summer, or long continuance ^of »ain, 
causes at times serious inundations, which lay waste the valley* of the Inn. At tljte foot of 
tji>B diighest Ferner dr glaciers, the waters have formed dbijsiderahle Alpine lake^fj^s those 
of Rofnei^aiid Gurgler, the lafter of which^is full of floating and stationary blwK^Jf ice, 
and the stone termed Tisckbild. The overflowing of the lake Passeyer has sevj^n\imes 

^ m • 
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desolftted the town of Meran, which is built on the reiiira^ of Mount Naifer, whose down- 
fall was occasioned by an inundation of the same lajte. A similar fate has also threatened 
the city of flc^tjien, from the waters of the Eisack and Talfer, but hitherto, with great care 
apd expense in raising dams, the calamity has been ava'ted. ^ • 

I'he theorists who advocate the opinion of the increasing refrigeration of 4he earth, and« 
the constant augmentation of ice, in some places may meet with an fexemplification of their 
system ; but in the valley of Oetz, the continual thays wfluld afford the means of sffefuting 
- their theory. From this sudden melting of Ae sn^, the Tyrolian' tqrrcSits and rivers often 
change their course, so that places at one time lying on the righl^ are at another seen on the 
left. ‘Warm springs also have been rendered eold.tand baths suddenly filled up by the 
e^ffects of earthquakes. In the autumn of 1772, the rapid ttprent which flows through the 
valley of Hayden, completely altered its channel durfhg the%hort space of a single night ; 
and a^arm situated on its left bank, appeared the following morning (fn the right. It may 
be*readilyjimagined, that the inmates of the house, igliorant of what had occurred during 
their sleep, »were, on awaking astounde d at the w'ondeffA transition \vhich had taken place ! 

• This may at first be deemed mcr&ifije’ but t&s, fact, is authenticate<i.by local authorities, 
and*well-known naturalists, as Hacquct and Wulffeifi In the ipost wild and romantic vallies 
of the Upper Innthall, as those of Langtafcfer, Kaunser, Pitz, Passeyer, and Sarn, various 
paths lead through these regions of tnow and ice, but which cannot be explored without 
danger 4o the traveller. * /^ . 

Though Ae^e regions of sntfw and ice aremever traversed without considerdble danger, y^l 
in their dreaiy solitude^a prince qpce foun& safety, and protection. Duke Frederick, who 
. had obfkined tpe appellatiod of the prince with the empty pocketft, to whosii wq, have before 
bad occpiion to allude, when excommunicat^ bp thh' .church, banished by tlje emperor, and 
under the bad o^" the empire^ sesludcd himself in fhe remotest valley of Oetz, beneath the 
shelter of a, small farm house, called in the’ parish of Fender; from which period 
until*l5ic reign of Joseph th^Second, Rofcn enjoyed those sacred privileges as an asylum, 

, attaqlied alone to the sawetuary of a church. Ip tlie Vintsihgan, near tlv 3 ancient castle of 
Tyrol, lived a patriotic miller, nai||jed C^gpar Hendel, who warml;| advocated the iisterests 
rf the fallen priifce ; the farm of Ftrreheu, which Caspp occu^ed, was situated on the 
rivulet Sfhnals, unitingi with the Adige, near Juvrf an^ Naturns. The nduke secreting 
hipself ’djuring the day, was semght for' Ipwardg the dusk of,,evening by tiKf'TSiitlfftil jniller, 
who brought him. in his* athletic arms acro-ss the ^chnals, and lodged him in security and 
comfort in the mill during the night ; a\ bfeak of daj carrying him back in the same way 
to diis ‘solitary retreat. By degrees the ^ke was enabled to extend the limits of his 
imprisoilment, and visited the parsonage of hik friend, the minister Heitfricff of Flauerlingen,* 
and^a apertnre in fhe wap <»f the church provided him with theaneans of hearing Jhe 
perfwfence of ma». Two loyal farmers, Haijp and LoreAz Muessack, much attach|d to 
the Quke, and who 'fifct aware of his presence in the neighbourhood, afibrded him the 
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opportunity of ascertaiaing- the jllovemer.ts of .his friends^ and the machinations of his 
enemies ; and in reward for their faithful services, an especial grant was made^in favor of 
their descendants. The duke encouraged by the popular feeling evinced* towards him, 
hazarded at intervals indirect appeals to the love and affection of his subjects. ..^t length, 
disguised like *b. pilgrim, accompanied by his friend Mullinen, he ventured to proceed to 
Landeck, to attend the assembly of representatives, and the festival of the consecration of 
the catKedral. As a wandering pilgrim and minstreL he pathetically recited in verse, with 
the accompaniment of his instrument, the miseries and privations of a prince, exiled from 
his native land, seeking a piecarious existence forests and mountain chalets, impressing 
with the deepest pathos the relation of* his dwii eventful sufferings ; t|^e minds of his auditors ^ 
became excited with the strongest emotions of commiseration, and half suspecting the factf 
insisted on the pilgrim^s throwingVfi* his disguise ; the expectant crowd immediately recog- 
nized the ynhappy dulce, who was greeted with the joyful acclamations of the surrounding 
populace ; and Frederick, with the empty ^)ockets^ eventually obtained more than l^e had 
ever before possessed. ’ * « * 

The land of the Tytol, the home, the*verj»dsylum of loyalty, truth, and bravery, possesses 
in an eminent degree, beau ticps and attractions peculiar to itself; forming, as it does, the 
partition between two distinct climate^, and three great nations, and combining the rude, 
undigested, and often harsh characteristics of Switzerland, with the more^nished, mellow, 
and lovely vout&nr of Jtalian scenery. Tl^e outlifbes of the Tyrolian pictures(]ue^ are Every- 
where more soft* more gratify ijig anii conjonial^tb the miml, tfian the eternal silence of that 
huge iiJDuntain of Savoy, Mont Blanc, with its ^immeaswable fields of ice, apfl the J)arren 
and naked heads df the Shreckborn, the Wetterhorn, and thy (jj;)los^l 'mountain of tj^c forest 
of the Orisons. oBeyoifd prescribed Unfits, olbr foplings and poweraof (;onceQ^on regarding 
distance, magnitude, and space, become confused and the njffurcrm an earthly finite object,^ 
appears lost in infinity ; but Tyrolfffn nature, e\En in the wild, uncultivated, And solitary 
aspects of the upper Inthall, harmonises ynd coalesces more with ouy*comprehensiorK| At 
Salzburg and the ejrtensive d^^inain of salt wcn*ks of Upper T5nus,*the pastoral life of thi^ 
Alps hfft attained those varied sweets and charma- of innocence and simplicity, wlych the* 
idyls of the p<»ets have so elegantly described. Even on the borders of the* upper valley oh 
the Inn, one b'dboines inspired w^th nearly the sApie feelings as* those imparted, by the 
dclightfiil odsSs ot Anacreon ; Jh% merry song is heurd, the tuneful shalm sends fprth its 
notes, the dance exhibits its mazy w'iiidings, and fi^cetious, pointed ^itticisms, enliven the 
conversation. Removed, either on tl^e j)laiii, tlie lofty height, tlv^ banks of the lake, or 
eraggy rocks, the national and inimitable mclo^ of the Jodeln echoes in our cars, a]|^d lilce 
the Kuhreigen or pastoral song of Switzerland vividly brings to the recollection^ of the 
watering traveller, tHbse pleasing joys, rendered sacred l?y*th§ remembrance o{^h!s awn 
4iative» homfe, and often calling ibrth the anxious hope of speedily revisiting it. an 
instance of the disparity existing in the character of the country, iwe ipay compare Ijie

Striking contrast observable in the vallies of Stanzer ani*Pitz, or Patzau^ and that of Ciler 
and the ple^ns of Wildschonau and Kitzbiihel. , 

The valliei^ ‘of the Upper and Lower Inn, are divided near Zirl, where a second road 
passes, leading from Munich into the Tyrol, running by the foot of one of the steepest 
mountains, over which the Roman fossway was conducted, connecting Verona ^ith Augsburg/ 
From one of the last turnings of this ancient mountainous pass, an enchanting prospect is 
obtained over a diversified landscape^extending from Telfs nearly to Inspruck, Iii 1492, 
Heinrick Barth, an eminent patrician JVJttnich, caused the precipitous declivities of the 
road .to be rendered passable, at the time whljp the mines of Schliratz, Rattenburg, Kitzbiihel 
And Sterzing, were in thriving state ; but in tHis identical year, the discovery of America 
taking place, checked their operation, and gave a death-blt)W to the commerce of Venice, 
with Augsburg and Niimberg. The patriotic exertions o/&ie worthy^Barth, were, however, 
rivaled by those of Heinricl^ Kunter, a citizen of Botzen, who was instrumental in the con- 
struction cf the road still bearing the name of formed through the porphyry 

rocks, on fhe banks of the Elisack,J^diug ^ the foot of the mountain of Ritten, between 
Botzen and Brixen. Not far distant from Mitte^^ald, there is an6ther route, which al 
Weilheim is joined by a road from Augsbi|rg, and runs through the picturesque neighbour- 
hood of Mumau and Partenkirch. # 

Almost the wbple of the country situated between the rivers Lech, Loysach, and Isar, was 
originally qaljed the Scharmlzerwnld, or^forest^f Schamitz, and Itfve the forests of the 
.\ortJi and Thuringia^ often constituted thf boujfidariA$ of Bavaria. In earlier times, nt 
was t|^e property of tlifc Jfjfuelphsf though, intersjpersed with ^ portions belonging ‘to the 
benefice^ clergy of Augsburg ^ai^d Fresing. Wher\ .Henry, the son of Kthikd, became the 
vassal of the^JFmp^ror Arnulf, the proud anSl jmj^etuous feelings* of hiii father were so 
exasperated, that with a Asw ^friends he ^indignantly ^retired into the deepest shades of 
Scharnitz forest, terminating his days in *the seclusio^f a monastery, situated in a glen, 
afterjvords called Etfirale, or valley of Ethiko. Ig the yea^ 1330, Lewis dMfavaria, who had 
|ieeti crowned at Rome* having coucludiad the family compact of Pavid, and after a life 
•chequered with i|pme success, buf muchr* misfortune, resought his native mountains, and 
again setting foot intthe Ammergau^ or district of the^nimer, he resolved \)n the timely 
restoration of the Benedictine monastei^ of Ethvale, the remodelling its obs^ete regulations, 
and enljcging its benefactions.*, • • ‘ 

Within sight of Ihe^busy frontier Bayariaxi to^n of &Iittew^ld, is seen ^.harnitz^ a place 
known by the Romans, \md of later years* fortified^d wring the wars against the 8wedes and 
Fmncl^ In 1805, it successfully resisted ti|^ assault of Marshal Nej, who being foiled ill 
his attack, advanced the left win^ of his army round the town, and, forcing a passage through 
thci Le(if^8ch, conqjoered the l^ol in a few days. ^ * 

Frbtn the steep and banon rocks ctf Sihamitz, the road through Seef^d Uf Zir^ 
continually deseeds, wnd not far removed from which rises the river Isa\. I'he elevated 
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situation of the plains of Secjfeld^ vies with that of the Maker Heathy in the 
Vintschgau, where is found the source of the Adige, and of the Tablacher Uetdh ; of the 
Puater Valley, whence sprinjj the rivers Rienz and Drave ; and where a nuirftfer of crosses 
raised on high, serve as landmarks, to direct the course of the traveller, through the lon^l^ 
desert of snow* for whqse protection and shelter there were likewise formerly established 
charitable fraternities. Here, also, various specimens of petrified marine animals are met 
with, which are familiar to the Mediterranean. Jn the vicinity of Seefeld, are the remains 
of Schiossberg, now ra^fidly falling to decay. fjChis castle was once held in considerable 
dread, as being the resort of a band of desperate marauding knights. Oswald Milser^lord 
warden of the castle, and bailiff at Kollmann, was one of the stanchest coadjutors in 
consolidating throughout the l^ol, thp power of the family of Habsburg against the* 
Bavarian interejst, an^ whose intrepid spirit of adventure is recorded in Tyrolian traditions 
and legends. It is related that this^ Oswald, who was attending the celebration of%igh 
mass, at Seefeld, on the Easter Monday of 1386, disdsrined the administration of com- 
mon host of the laymen, imperiously demanding the sacred host, set apart for the priesthood. 
The astonished and frightened minister, wJ;io ^as officiating at the altar, acceded to his arrogant 
request; when, lo! thefloorin^)eneaththefeet of |he offender suddenly gave way, and he was 
embedded above his knees; horrified md trembling, he firmly grasped with lioth hands the 
stone of the altar. The priest withdrew the host^ and asjisted in rescuing him from his • 
appalling situation. This spectacle performed no doubt in oi^er to chastise ihe warden^s 
prfesumption and impiety, was* extnfhiely 4«signed tod executed, as, exclusive of the 
tradition, the silent memorials are stiff extant to profe the viiitAtion, the marks of his 
different fingel^, still being visible, imprinted on the marble of «the Altar, as if the impression 
had been made'^’cn wax. ^ Oswald, cdnsgience-struck at tlie irtiginary inAgrposition of 
heaven, immediately divested himselfofhis of knighthoda, and assuming the eowl,. 

died in the monastery of Stams, ^The breathless messeng^ who ^recapitulated tg .his 
haughty consort thfi awful facts that had occurred, was greeted by her with the appeHfition 
of a “ linr^^ and the* additional exclamation, if thei fable were true, then would the dry 
stick, I* now hold, forthwith produce roses ‘ to hei^ bewildered sight^ this prodigy * 
appeared, and franticly rushing intd the forest, precipitated herself from a lofty rock, thus^ 
causing the family <rf Milser to became extinct. *• * • 

A shdrt diAance beyond Zirl, llosc^ to the*Inspr&ck road,* rises the steep side#»of th% 
towering, and remarkable rocjt of Martimtmnd. • Looking up t» height, a spacious 
cavern is observed, one hundred and £fty tathonf above the river Inn, and at its entpnc^e, 
crucifix eighteaiit fejt high; but, which at the exalted di8iai|ce it is viewed, ddbs not 
appear more than m finger’s length. Reference has befijj||re been made to the Roman 
Kifig, Maxi|Qilian, who preferred, the Tyrol beyond all his "extensive foreign acqmsitioAs. 
^miboiomed ahii^t its mountains, he made Uie Tyrol, the axis, as it were, of his various 
designs against ^|enice. A TyroUan disposition and character animated this actions, and 
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he delighted in clearly defining, and viewing with perlt>icuity, the subjects an which he 
contemplated. ITe excelled also as a miner, as an annori^, a cannonier, a horseman, 
and a sailor/ *^No sooner had the king accepted from the hands of his uncle Sigismund 
the government of the Tyrol, than he started on the Easter Monday, of 1490, for Zirl, 
to enjoy the amusement of chamois hunting. A splendid retinue^ of noblhs and courtier^ 
accompanied him. In the heat of the chace, he was suddenly discovered at the extremity 
of a steep rock, boldly climbing do^^n its precipititUs sides, without any support, save his 
hunting pole and feet irons. The slipping and shelving down of •a considerable portion 
of the dangerous ground on which he stdl^d, and the breaking at the same time of one 
*of his feet irons, caused him to slide on to a* projecting part of the rock, from whence 
•he could neither recede nor advance. The whole coilrt of Tnspruck, many foreign 
princes who had joined the corti'^e, and an immensi/ assemblage of people, witnessed 
the ^perilous, and deplorat^e situation of the em^ror. A priest was hasttfy brought 
from £iri, to enable the lost princa ta^be at Jleast consoled with the holy sight of the 
Host, though it was impossible for him io receive it. Under the urgent and peculiar 
distress of the instant, the alarum bells resoUnd^fl throughout the Vhole district of that 
part of the country, and the people prostrated themselvefS in the churches, imploring 
the deliverance of their beloved sovereign ; the fat^ and hope of the house of Habsburg, 
and the historiial object of peyhaps many future ages, depending on the issue of the 
moment this very period also, MaximiliaR’s most formidable f enemy, Matthias, the 
heroic King of Hungary, was lying dead inj the«castl# of Vienna. 

AU|the miners of an(J the mc«|t expefienced hunters, were aaimmonecf to use 

their i^tmost^ efforts to* endeavour to save th^. prince. After imminent risHcjs and 
strenuous exertions hif liberation was* secured;* having been, it 'may be represented, 
, pendent between heavei^ and earth fqr fifty-tvio hours. Two bold and daring miners 
eventually \ reached him ; pn approaching the spotj^ one, rather surprised at having 
arrk/ed so near his» revered monarch, called out, Hollah ! was nitieJM Du ? Holla ? 
f wKat are you doing ?” Ich latifire, I %m waiting for» assistance/* answered the 
* exhausted kin^ j and to the queStion of the second, he rejoined, “ O hehn^ (f hebn^ I 
^long for home.” Hence both of these intrepid adventurers derived the surnames of 
Oheim^exA Hollauer. The armerial bearings of •the former beings the skull of a 
chamois, from which seven drops of Mood Ire falling, aAd those of the lat\er a 'chamois 
salient^ with the flower of the Alpine flax. . * ^ 

^ Prt^eeding firom ^e Martinswand *to Inspxuok, amidst a number of villages, the 
inhahttants of which arp distinguished ^for their industry, is a^n,» opposite Zirl, the 
village of Oberperfwes, remarkable as having been the birthplace of those eminent 
mtithematiciaiis, JPeter and his pupils Huber Kirchebner^ Peter Anich, 

born* a simple villager, completed the twt admirable globes now in the catanet ^ 
natural philoso|^y ftt Inspraek, .and notwithstanding the most virulei^ and nslsntless 
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oppositiion> he ^tkiost perfected an^ excellent map of the Tyrol^ on a much more extensive 
scale, than it was usual at« that period to attempt ; but the labour and obstacles under 
which he had prosecuted ^is scientifical pursuits, brought him prematurely *to his grave, 
dying in 1776, having attained only his forty -fourth year. The rapidity with.which 
acquired information wafi extraordinary, having, under the tuition of the Jesuit Weinhart, 
qualified himself, in a few years, as an astronomer, arithmetician, geometer, calligrapher, 
engraver, and draughtsn\pn. Subseqilently, Bla|ius Huber, his pupil, finished the map of 
the Tyrol, including the Vorarlbcrg, and part of Suabian Austria, and terminated a 
meritorious life at the advarfced age of eighty, iTying in the memorable month of April 1814, 
on the day of Buonaparte’s downfall, whicfi happily decided the restoration of the Tyrof 
to Austria. \ , • 

In no portion o^ the country are there fewer castles or ancient receptacles of 
knights-eiTant, remaining inhabited ^or in ruins, than in ths upper valley of the^Inp, 
taking the distance irom the Finsterniiinz ko the <Mairt;inswand. The mode in wlikh the 
noble freebooters of former times obtained their means of subsistence, by making 
marauding incursions on their neighbqprs* property, pillaging waggons and packhorses, 
exhibits a striking instance *of tbs state of S(|ciety and public security, and the liberty 


of the people. • ^ 

The principal cities of the Tyrol are all situated in an ajnphitheatrc of beautiful scenery, «« 
connected with^ many illustrious actions^ and^ memorable jjiistorical facts as may be 
exemplified in the city of inspruefi, or J*fnsliruck, the frt'idge of the Inn^ erected on the 
banks of the fine and navigable river, ^hencertt derives its nfynfi ; and wliich ha$ been 
highly honoufed and patronized by the n^ble families of Andeahs sfnd Habsbdlrg ; ii that of 
Brunecken on the Bfienz, jind Lienz, on 4;he Isel, the former to^ ocaupying p. site at the 
opening, and the latter at the termi^tioii of thegPuster-valley ; the celto-gallic city of, 
Trient, with its early mines of sil^ ; in <he ancient capital ^of Meran held Jn so ppich 
esteem by the princes of Gorz, and which in past ages was the peculiar and favoured*tesort 
of knigbtli^jod and chivalry.* 1 his, latter cily lies fcelow the castle of ly^gol, enjoying a 
beautiful and diversified prospect, extending over a wide* expanse of cou^jtry, interspersed* 
with many of* those colossal ruin9, wlych exhibit the departed gMEindeur of the baroniah 
castles, numerous seats; mansions, Imd c/mteaux, Amidst the sunny hills, luxuriant^eads, 
green pastures, and lengthened ^avenues clad with*th^ rich ^foliage and blushing ^honoufs 
of the vine, amidst the shade gf the green* and spreading fig and c^snut trees, exhaling a 
pure and scented atmosphere, natufe,* each m6rn, ^ seems in tlfis favoured district jto 
hwake witir fr^h and^vigorated life. , ’ 


The valley of central Inn extends north and southjjeards, embracing the Tyrolian 
cgjntal, en<|in}passed with rocky jnountains. In the fabulous "iagee, according to tra^iitionary 
there dwelt on the margin of the rfver Inn, Frau Hltta or Madam MUta, in the 
en^oyni^ntf bf e/ubmwnt li6alth> beauty, and riches; and oontemperaryb with this lady, 
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eidsted the two gigantic brothers, Haymo and Thyrms^ The sopercilioui dame^ who does 
not appeai^eto have been conspicuous for possessing the cardinal virtues, ordered, in derision 
to the wtreaVles of a famished mother and infant, stones to bejgiven them instead of bread, 
piis profiination of the divinest attribute of humanity ,~chafity | provoked the retribution of 
heaven ; a tremendous peal of thunder burst from the previously serene azure of the sky, andf 
the attenuated figure of Frau Hitta was seen to stretch itself to the clouds ; and to &is day, 
the lofty pointed rock on the north bapk of the^Inn, which pften menaces with hail, 
storm, and tempest, the city of Ifispruck, ifi«called Die Frau Hitt*' 

ITie stature of the two giants, Haymo and Thyrsus, is Reported to have been nine 
^'yrolian ells in heigh tif and who bore as staffs, frees tom up by the roots ; who could have 
*used the city gates as shields, and who placed hug^ blocks^*‘of rocks, as stepping stones to 
pass the swollen waters of the Inn. These Ooliaha not ^living in brotherly unity, Haymo 
slew^Thyrsus, and in expiation of the fratricide, built i| monastery on the ruins of the ancient 
Romaw Nation of Veldidena^ since l^^neminateb by^ the later settlers, fVilletu, fVilten, or 
IViltau, near the chapel of St, Lawrence. • Some difficulties, however, were encountered in 
the erection of this monastic edifice, as a fierce ^dragon was wont to rush forth from a neigh ^ 
bouring cavern on the Sill, and demolish by night, the vforks which bad been reared 
during the day ; the soul of Thyrsus ^eing supposed K.o have been metamorphosed into the 
body of "this moftster. The drag/m, whoij(S tongue is still shown in Wiltau, was eventually 
killed %y Haymo, and the cojossal statues pf the«bTother8 are placed by the, cloister gates of 
Wiltau. They are also represented standing, lik»f)orter8, at the doors of the incomparable 
museum of ociriosiiieS| it «\mbrase. Closb to the^ majestic monastery at«Wiltau, rises the 
celebrated mountain of Isel, ehe scene of manj Hostile engagements in the revolt of 1^09, 
especially dyivitg the eveimemorable months of April, August, and *Noverfber. 

« l%e two remarkable cables of iVeyerbtfrg and are situated opposite each other, 

ihe,fi)nner appearing^ on th^ north, and the latter onthe souUs side of the river Inn, and 
unite ^n finishing witH^ne effect the noble viewt.exhibited in the expafcaive and charming 
waflley^ which eommences at the Martiilswand, ‘extends \o Inspmek, the salt works of Hall, 
*to the industrifiv^ town of Schwatz, formerly rich in mines, and terminates at the tSwn and 
fortress of Rattenburg* Weyerburg, became the^favofirite residence o^Maxtiailian the 
First, and is commemorative of the Wghtest days of the* league of Cambray. 

^ In ccafsequence of the victorf gained by Louis XII. n^r A^adello, and the inhepid appear* 
Rnce of the German vn&ntry, from all the passes of the^Tyrol; the proud republic of 
Vpnice, having lost im possessions in the Tetsafflrma, and the Papai and Neapolitan 
territones, was induced tp send its most distinguished nobles, hpadad by Oiustinianj*, 
imploring MaximiKm to enter ^nto a treaty of peace, on condition^ cff ceding to hintf the 
wtek or that part rff the seofitment situated between thp Adriatic Sea, and ^e Label' of 
Garda; guaranteeing ^iiso a yearly tribute ®f fiOOOducats. The facts, however, 
e«S5aped the re(K)lhmtidh mnpeiuri that the doge had instigated the tur^lent Flemmings 
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to a8sassmat<i him, had despatched^the mo&k, John of Ragusa, to attempt his life by poison, 
and had dispersed throughout his town’s and country^ licentious gangs of iiicendiaries* 
He. would not therefore at fir|t grant the embassy a hearing ; and even the chancellor, Bernard 
of Cless, turned his back on the ambassadors. After considerable delay and inconvenience 
the delegates Stained »an interview, the emperor sitting in the privy,” received them 
kneeling before him, and returned an answer, purporting that the Venetian States had nought 
to hope from him, but implacable bostifity. The ^threat however proved eventually greater 
than the danger; as tWb dissensions among the*enemies of the Sea-girt City” averted the 
impending fate of the totterfiig republic. / • 

The castle of Weyerhurg was held at various periods by sereral individuals, who • 
had merited reward for their faiyiful services from the different sovereigns, Maximilian, the* 
Ferdinands, the Archduchess Re^mt, Claudia of Medicis, and her sons Ferdinand, Charles, 
and Sigisinund; it was likewise in th( possession of Philip of tWomdle, the leader oY 
Tyrolians at Springes, in 1797, and who llso diatiagOished himself, in 1809, aS a* brave 
champion in defence of the rights and liberties of the Tyrol. 

In the time of the Romans, ^mbra^s fbrmed the citadel of Feldidena^ the modern 
WilUiv^ being situated on the tv/o high roa^s leading from Italy to the flourishing 
settlements of Rhoetia, Augusta VivddicoTum^ or ^^ugsburg, and the colony of Juvava^ 
founded by the Emperor Adrian, and where Sakburg^now stands; the roadS thence 
proceeding into^ the «ountries of Norictum Pannc^iuy and the two military 

stations of Marcus Aureliu8,*Z^breacji/»:^andtFmrfo6o7^d, the present cities of Lorch and 
Vienna* At a dater period, the galli&t Couttts of Andechs #n8eavoured «to wrest the 
possession of the castle from the Bishops of Brixen, whose povperand Authority were coiltinually 
extending over the vallies^ of the Inn* ai^d Eisdck, as welljis t^ougkout tim.Pu8teTthall. 
Ambrass afterwards became the chi^ place of i^e principality of the family of Andlschs,* 
particularly of that branch called Wolfertshausen im Getjjrgey or in tfielmounUdnSy 
which was at that* time the name attached to the north and cenj^ml Tyrol. Hen!*;^ the 
Protfd, father of rfenry the Liony^eaiegei *the castle, and after scaling the w^s, set W 
to it, wtiich however was extinguished without committing any materiaUinjury. During 
the sovereignty of the families of 0{ho of Meran, the Meinhafds of Gora, Margarei^ 
Maultasche, un3er the dominion of Bavaria,^ whic& endured twenty years, and*Kkewise 
during *the i%ign of Frederick and Sigismund, Ambtass w&s reckoned a ducal Oomaiif ; 
sometimes mortgaged, and ati^others farming the dowry of the pxtfcesses. In 1564, the 
Archduke Ferdinand, Governor of Prague, pre*sented it to his ^autifiil and imialjle 
Aonsort, Philippitse Reiser, of Augsburg, fie afterwards enlarged the buildings at 


Ambrass, making the addition of delightful gardens an^ parks, grottoes and cascades : 

by his pumerous and choice collection of artificial and natural curiosities, oftit^eddls, 
mtaglfos, vases, And armour, and by a well selected library, containing many v^uable 
German MSS. spid l^endary ballads, rendered the place one of thA wonders of Europe. 
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The interesting specimens and literary treasures were/lioweTer, about thirty years ago, 
removed t# the lower Belvedere, at Vienna. At the peace of Presburg, when the Tyrol 
was ceded to Bavaria, the Austrian government . claimed ^this valuable ‘collection, of 
antiquities, as the private property of the imperial family, and which they recovered, with the 
exception of a few suits of French armour, that were mistaken ^r trophies, and sent to 
Paris, as reconquered; though, in reality, they were presents .of friendship from 
Charles the IX., to the Archduke Ferdinand, who ^as the uncle, of his affectionate consort 
Elizabeth. * • • * 

Itf alluding to the Archduchess Philippine, it may be reiiiarked, that not long since, 
some of those hasty witters of superficial tours, whose pen is likewise dedicated to ladies' 
*almanacks, narrated a pathetic account respecting a certain bath, which they stated was 
still exhibited, wherein the lovely Philippine Welser, ^ho had ei^braced the Lutheran 
religion, had, at the instigation of the pope, been sacrificed, by having her veins opened ; 
and tRat^Jthis tragical act was so ^'^^uiescld in^by the Etats, fiom their having made 
complaints, that all hopes were destroyed ‘of future heirs, in consequence of her sterility. 
Tbis tale of fiction would form a good counterparty to the legendary accounts of Rosamund 
Clifford, Inez de Castro, and Agnes Bqrnauer, but the ihcident, though interestingly 
related, is destitute of veracity ; Philippine having idied in the fiftieUi year of her age, 
the greatest pdHion of which « she passed in almost unalloyed connubial happiness : 
her sweetitesB of disposition, /ind placidity pf temper, being often the aieans^of pacifying the 
dissensions yrhich arose between her stem lord, and the leaders of the Bohemian brethrdii, 
as well as tRe Tyrolysn Etats, oi whom'the deiSands of the archduke* were constantly 
augmenting. *Her memifry iw still revered by dl classes of the Tyrolians ; hA- virtues are 
commemorated in theii\^ongs, and her* beau^ ^n busts and sfstoel ; in fact, her 
‘remehibrance will ever exist in the minds of all ^ho can appretiate female dignity, 
amiability, and love.,^ Her Ijvsband Ferdinand, on account of his manly beauty, personal 
streil^, and activity,' |S well as his courage and^nerosity, might be hdld forth as a noble 
Inoilel ancioit chival^, though even*in his age, “thqdays of chivalry had past.” Old 
paintie^ are ,still to be fount^ depicting his valorous deeds. As instances of his 
^trengthj he is represdhted by some artists, arrestjng &e progress of a ^carriage running 
down Hill, by merely grasping with his hand the spok^ of the wheel. Also sitting on 
horsebdSk and holdiiu fast a wild* sfag, a{ full speed. Riding a restive*and spirited 
horse, which is runnW away, while* he seizes the limb« of a tree and there hangs, 
aUowiBg the frightenea and ungovmrnabfe steed Id spursue his course alone. Chasing a 
deer, £id severing off its, neck and head oy a single blow. The circle, likewise, of hifi 
court, filmed an assemblage o| the learned and ingenious of his ^time, and was worthy 
the br^test daysiff » Lo!itid& de Medkis, or an Alfonso pf Bste and Naples. ^ « 

Fi^ the heiglifo of Ansbrasd and Weyerbiftg^ the best view is obtained of the dity ^ 
lifspraek, which, '^wftrdi the middle of the twelfth century, was merely^ an insignificant 
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hamlet^ situated on the left bank of the Inn, named St, J<icob4n-der-Axiey or St. James 
in the meadow, and on high L ast days, a religious brother came to the village from Wiltau, 
to celebrate mass. The lands on the right bank of the Inn were held in /efe of the 
monastery of Wiltau, and the ®ounts of 'Andechs were therefore obliged to submit to some 
S2%crifices, in order first to gain a footing on that side of the river, and subsequently in* 
erecting a castle, surrodnding it with dwellings, and settling their dependants, and 
by the establishment of municipal and commercial regulations, creating a new point 
of concentration. The iqost active in furthering these designs, were the two Bertholds, of 
Andechs ; one, the elder, Margrave of Istria, in qprhbination with Henry, surnamed " The 
JLfow,” and Otho, of Wittelsbach, who rendei;ed*himself conspicuous in the campaigns *of 
Barbarossa ; the other, Duke of INf eran, and son of the Margrave, a ftnight distinguished 
in the crusades. Otho the Great, son of Berthold, Duke of Meran, and Count Palatine 
of Burgundy, in 1234, devated Inspruck into the rank of a corporate city, and surrounded 
it with walls* and fortifications, which is*recorded in the following fencient inscription on tlie •

He likewise completed Ottburg, which st^i remains, but ipodemised^and much diminished 
in size ; and algo ftuished the building pf the cTiapel, which wail ^consecrated* by Hehry , 
Bishop of Brixen. , . . * '* i ^ 

Through the influence of the powerful family of Habsburg, I«sprjl^k was conSiStuted the 
capital of the Tyrol, instead of Mcra5^ for sofne centuries the peace of thq city was 
undisturbed by any fpreign enemy. In 1552, however, Charles the Fifth, the rulfer of 
worlds, was forced by .the confederate arm^ Ijastily to seek refuge iu Villach. After tfie 
invasion ot the city by Max-p!nimanilel, in 1703, which letted forty days, and terminated 
without conferring any additional faiye or benefit on the invader, Insjpruck %«s suffered to 
remain in a pacific istate until the yea/ 18®5, when, aftjjr offering little resistance, it capitu- 
lated to ]\][arshal Ney. i ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ 

With the exception of the ancient charter apd the remains of Ottburg, jfew vestiges are left 
in Inspruck, of the original foundbrs, the CJounts of Andechs. The wejjr known golden roof, 
built by Frederick with the envpty pockets, \n deri^on of his enemies, is still extant, bujf the» 
famous arsenal of M&cimilian I., was demolished in 1764, to make room for the new castle. 
.The chief objects of inttrest now to be seen, are the tombs ih the cathedral church^ the 
Ftcil/ Cross. ^Maximilian I., who** claimed relationship with Julms Ceesal-, Charlenlagne) 
and King Arthur, As well as witli all the saints; who wished to become monarch of. the 
Part 5, Tyrol, ^ * J k

universe, and even to be elected to the Holy See, ^n^who was ever anxious to hand down 
in triumph to posterity, his adventurei, exploits, tournaments, and costly entertainments, 
either bf ^he pencil of Albert Durer, or the pen 'of Burgmeyer ; conceived also the idea of 
building a splendid mausoleum, in order to perpetuate his ^nemory and the events of his 
•reign, even at the very period, that he himself was aboitt to surrender ^his earthly gloijy, 
power, and grandeur, at the throne of the Almighty. The execution of the design, therefore, 
was reserved for his two grandsons, Charles and Ferdinand, to carry into ei&ct. The 
cathedral church, which contains this r*markable monument, was erected by the architects, 
Nicolas' Deuringer, of Augsbufg, and Mafix della Bolla, an Italian, between the years 1553 
arfd 1563, and exhibiting a specimen of the fanciful gothic, Vlended with the pure Italian 
style of architecture.* The arches and nave are supported by ten massive pillars of red 
marble, In the centre of the church, raised on steps, ^Vnds the cenotaph of Maximilian, 
surrotinded with iron trellis-work, in which the titles and arms ofethe monarch are inge- 
ftni^usly interwoven. On the top of the sarcophagus, which is composed of blatk and white 
mai^le,^Maximilian is representecNifaBeling, flecked with the imperial insignia. On each 
side of the tomb, along the nave, betweefl Jhe lofty columns, are seen the stat ues of heroes 
jmd princesses, ancestors and relatives of the house of Habsburg. The figures, which are 
colossal, being nearly eight English feet«n height, create a Iiighly imposing eflfcct ; warriors 
appear clad in armour, princes withicrowns and re^l mantles, and ladies in rich and courtly 
costume, fornfltig a beautifiil • group, furious and varied in its character, and at the 
same tiifte*of considerable historical interest. • Above the monunftnt, on the entablatures 
of the chq^, are twenty-four representatimis i9 bronze oF saints, presumptive relatives of 
Malimiliafi, who aye iwceiving the prayer of their imperial friend,^ &nd bearing it, as 
bene^Ient mediators, befofie fhe throne of the Deity. * 

The stath^ of fhe kh^eli^£ emperor is of bronze, executed by the Venetian, Ludovico del 
Dhca : but the larger and smaller figifres are theyperformance of Stephen and Melchior 
(iftdel, and George Lbffl 4 ^r, called LeimingSr of Augsburg, cast at the founderies of 
Hifttingen and Mu6V?n, near Inspruck. The Uame of*Loffler, as a^founder of cannon, is 
well known in Austria ; having ^builtj in 1510, the dalightfu! seat of Biichsenhausen, from 
wheAce he supplied the whole of the Austrian arsenals. We must, however, revert to the 
other ^embellishments of the mausoleum, which deserve our particulcy; attention; these 
consfst of several beautiful bass-riliefs, ^recording tfie^most memorable actions of the 
* empdlfor’s life. Tl^ four sides of \he tomb are divvied by sixteen pillars of blac^ marble, 
forming twetity-four\(pbl€t8, sculptured in the finest Carrara marble. Excepting four of the 
compartments, which are of inferior wqfkmanship, and executed by the brothers, Arnold 
and Bernard Abel of Cologne, the whole is the admirable work vid design of Alexancfer 


C'ollin^of Mechlin. t , 

Th6 composition of tKe different subjects represented on these tablets, ex|}ibits a 
imagination, and though the performance is elaborate, it is Wrought with l^ldness and spirit : 
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the designs are descriptive of the following hvents : — the three principal marriages of the 

Habsburg family, through which the acquisition of the Netherlands, Spain, India, Hungary , 

and Bohemia was obtained ; the coronation of Maximilian^ as Emperor qf * Rome ; 

Maximilian’s entrance into Vienna, after the death of Mathias Corvin; the taking of 

Belgrade ; the expulsion of the Tdrks from Croatia ; the surprise of Arras ; the overthrow * 

of the Venetians, at Galliano; the conquest of the^ greatest part of Terralirma; the 

deliverancq of Marano ; the heroic defence of Verona ; the defeat of Alviano, at Creazzo ; 

the subjection of Duke Charles, of GelSern ; the return of Margaret, the betrothed of 

Charles VIII,, of France* to her father, MaximJHan; the ^adjustment, twice effected, of 

the dispute respecting Milan, in favour of the liouse of Sforza, from which family tile 

emperor had chosen his second wife, Blanche; the league of the 3lst of March, 1795, on the 

part of Maximilian, the Pope, the of Venice, the Sforzas, and Spain, in opposition to 

the schemes of Charlef VIII., against Italy, and especially Naples; the union of 

Maximilian’s*army with the English, near Ter 9 unne ; the league of Cambray, on the 20?li • 

of December, 1508, against Venice; the defeat (^r i,iVe Bohemians, at Ratisbop; Ihe 

capture of Kufstein, at the siege of which, the brav&do Pinzenauer, who commanded, treated 

with contempt and ridicule the imperial artillery, but the jokes and derision of himself and * 

companions in arms were dearly atoned for by the slaughter that ensued. 

At the principal entrance of the church'J a lofty flight qf steps, on the right, leads to the 
S/l?jer Chapel, thus named, from the quantity of silvjp* it oncD contained, and "forms anot|;ier 
mausoleum dedicated to lOve and heroism. Ill a capacious niche •are entombed th# mortal 
remains of the austere Governor *of Bohemi?^ ihe> amiable Prince of Tyrol, the fpunder of 
Ainbrass, who was gifted with considerable" taste aaTd science; the /frcliduke Fer*3inand,*in 
his splendid duca'l robes, lying on a low but stjitely monumeflt f in the centre of theVall 
are emblazoned his armorial bearings, in rich tnosaic’ work, and ojn th^^slab*of thb*tomb, the 
escutcheons of the Spanish and Austrij^n hereditary dominions ; besides which, four large 
bass-reliefs, also sculptured hy Alexander Collin, represent fjie principal actions hS 
Ferdinand in the Turkish and other campaigl^s. 

Philippine Welser, whose delicacy of beauty and complexion are so highly extolled by the 
Tyrolians, and even to this day it is stated by the peasantry, that the circftliition of *her 
blood, like the juice of the red Tyrolian griipc, could be^ traced pursuing its trickling cpurso 
through the fair texture of her ^stfin ; — Philijipine ! "the mother of the destitute^* the 
imprisoned* and^he afflicted, appears reposing^ in her shroud, placed om a horizontal slab 
of marble ; the front of the monument is 'divided by "three small cohjtnns into as many 
compartments, the middle one containing; an inscyiption, and the other two, bass-relipfs^ • 
finely executed, exhibiting various acts of the princess’s charity and benignity. 

On the left of the Silijer Chapel, stands the monument of the innkeeper at the ^small 
villj^^of Sand^, in the valley of Passeyer, Andreas Hofer, who wfts murdeted, at Mahtpa * 
in FebriAry, 1810, through the partial verdict *of a French court martial: — '‘though.no 
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bronze, nor marble, storied urn, nor Bnimate<Fbus^, a^ seen'"tb mark the tomb, containing 
the mouldering ashes of a patriot , — a man of humble origin, but the choice of the people, 
yet a lafj^r tribute of sympathy and reverence is called forth, than can be generally bestowed 
on the proudest piles reared above the remains of^emperors^r kings !’’ * 

* More than ten years had elapsed after the restoration of the Tyrol {o the sovereigfjity 
Austria, and no public acknowledgment of the services of the sacrificed patriot, had 
ever been proposed, in order honourably to remove from his name, the stigma of a 
criminal death. Three young, patriotic, an^ high-minded liiger ofiKcers, who had 
distinguished themselves in *i809, dug* up at their own risk the bones of Hofer, and 
tfansported them to the Tyrol in ; where the politic governor. Count Choteck, 
immediately deternftned to honour the remains with an appropriate funeral pageant. At 
Vienna, where any popularity or distinction of ^his kjpd, unless forced by dire emergency, 
is looked upon with utter detestation, it was meditated, on the first intimation of the 

• o^urrence, to punish *the perpetrators Recording to the articles of wfir, “ against 

pre^an'^rs and pillagers of the'^teod’;” but^ Count Choteck, as well as the Chancellor 
Saurau, judged the affiiir with more ‘wjsdom^ and justice. After all, the ceremony 

,uf a funeral is only of value to the dead,«in an allejjorical point of view, and not- 
withstanding the Tyrolians had during the year 1809, been enabled to appretiate the 
power of their united force, yet aa the period ifes dedicated more especially to loyalty, 
an^ the dyiftsty of Austria,* the go^mment at Vienna could not openly condemn the 
proceedings. • ‘ ^ • . 

LeopoVi I. established at Ins^ch an *Univ*reity, which was early distinguished for its 
ledhiing, through jthesnrertions of liberal and erudite {sofessors, who^utere opposed to the 
principles of the Jesuits ;*'afterw8rd8 the epUege^was abolished by Joseph *11., but restored 
during thdVeign* of L^pq]fl II., and though athe institution still exists, j'et the professors 
ale by no means conspicuous for eitheivliberalitjf mobility. 

• *The numerous, official aindividuals are noVhere more unnecessarily augmented, than at 
liispruck, and thei},character forms a striking%x>ntrast«with that of tne good humoured and 
industrious peasantry of the jneiglibonring country.* A mbre simple and less^ expensive 
adtAinistratjon, would be of much greater practical utility, and considerably more conducive 
to thp interests of tlie city and state^ • ^ 

About a league from Inspruck afe the ^t works of^the town of Hall, and^ along the 
’ extd^ded valley, wluch runs in a north-easterly dir^tion to Salzburg, and into Bavaria, the 
mountains of the Tyrol, which maA the rcnite,* afford aiaple proof of their importance and 
, miiuralogical value. Tlie saline springy at HaH, frhich are of early origin, being mentioned 
by Benediktbeuem prewons to the birth of Charlemagne, were in tpo^ssion of the family 
of A^dechs, and the Counts ff Hall ctf Wasserbuig, and who tran^rerred their right and titlp 
‘tortile Counts* of Tyrd. The last Duke of Meran, (obtained a large portjpn of th^alt 
works at Tauer through his wife Elizabeth*, a Tvrolian heiress, and after the duke’s death. 
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she married Gebhard, of Hirschberg, who uitimately resigned his interest in the estate to 
Meinhard^ son of Adelaide, another native heiress, during whose tenure, the propehy having 
been managed with the greatest care and attention, had been considerably improved, and^ 
^rendered more valuable. I'he dpper Salzberg^ or hill containing satt^ was discovered ih 
1275, by the pious knight, Nicholas of Robrback, while in the pursuit of chamois and deer. 
In the year 1306, Duke Otho, the son of the latter Meinhard, annexed the salt works of 
Tauer to the adjoining village of Hall, which he constituted a town. The trade in salt has 
of late years been deprived of one of its most important Lidhehes of commerce, the transport 
of the article into SwitzerlanS, and the high rauge of price it has attained, has curtailed* its , 
sale, and been also prejudicial to those who breed and have stocks of ofattle. 

On the steep ar^d lofty mountains, immense masses of dross, extensive mines, and deep 
shafts are found, with^ other indications of the mines having been worked, without any 
certain information relative to the period when these wor^ were* in operation. I'he oldest) 
hills of feoffment, only refer to the restoyatioa of pre^I^as works, showing that the ^xisfence 
of mining in the Tyrol must be of early origin, and widely extended, as there are few vallies 
in which traces of the art are not discoverable. , 

Tradition recounts, that the mine of 6ossensa.«\s, near the Brenner is the oldest in the 
Tyrol ; the Romans having found thek metal behind ]VIatcrei, which they coined at Vippi- 
teno. The Guelphish branch of the Counts of ^Eppan, were at considei^Jible trouhje in 
instigating the search for ores; Count Aiaiold, ,of Greifenstein, gave to the ♦C^ltnonry of 
Ntustift, a mine at Vilander; and Ifenry of Eppan to Trieht, the gold and silver veins at 
Tassul at Nons. Brixen and Trient received from the* family if ^Sjauffen, the riglit of 
coinage from Ihe mines, with the exception of those belonging tft the terriforics bf the 
C.'ounts of Eppan and 'lyrol. Ancient coips are ‘still extant of hblh these *eaclesiastical 
cities, as well as of the standard coin^ge^of the V^tschgau, and of the celebrated minf of 
Meran, the money of which formed the source of much usurious traffic^ on the j^rt of 4116 
Florentines and Siennese. In later times>the amount of coinage noJ»proving suffix ieiftibr 
the increased demands, a mint of more importance w^s established at Hall, which attained 
so much 'celebrity, that the Philips of Spain obtained from^hence coiners, a% well as miners 
from Schwatz. The greatest curiosity in coinage of modem date, ii the twenty -kreutzer 
piece, struck duriAg the insurrectioii of 1809, ornamented merely with the Tyrolian Eagle, 
and which has been erroneomly a^scribed to Ahdreas *Hdfer. * ** 

At Hall, the daughters of Ferdinand 5. founded a. convent under Excellent regulations, 
in which several princely ladies have* spent theif lives. The town also possesses ^omj 
^icient and remar|^able buildings, particularly t^e cathedral of §t. Nicholas, built during 
the reign of Margaret Maultasche ; the relics and treasureSjOf silver which it contains are 
• pcishaps less worthy of hbservation than the still fresh tomb of Joseph Speckbacher^one 6f 
the^gallant li§aders of the brave TyroHans, in *1809, who from his local knowledge, spirit 
of invention, device, and courage, distinguished himself far more than Hofor. 

Pari 6. IvroL 
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The first brass foundery was established in 1614, at J^Tassareit, by the Suabiaii abbey of 
Ottobaueln^ which was soon follorwed by those at Lienz, and on the Acherein, opposite 
Rattenberg, * The iron trade dates its origin from the time King Henry. The Cownts 
ef Tannenberg, and Barons of Sternhack^ derived their wealth from the copj^r of the valley^ 
of Taufer and Arn, and the families of PfeifFersberg and Aschaucr from the brass ; the 
Freundsbergs, Geitzkoflers, and Wolfsthurns obtaining their property from the piines at 
Sterzing. These different families, as i^ll as mady others, th^t might be particularized, 
afford a striking corroboration popiflar adage, that riches fealized from mines, are 

^ never enjoyed by the third generation. • * 

The European im|a>rtance of the Tyrol, under the sovereignty of Maximilian L, and 

• vharles V., even in that early stage of the financial emplo]^entof its resqnrces, in supplying 
the pecuniary wants, which, like a rising flood, are e/er more and^more experienced by a 
/.’oirfrtry in a state of warfare, may be plainly exhibited from the facts, that the mines at 
Schwatif alone, furnished, during \ha^apace ■ of one^ hundred and forty years, four mBlioii 
marks of silver, and one and a half million hundred weights of copper. The mintmaster, 
Bernard Behem, from the Schwatz silver, coine^* at Hall the first* dollars, and Frederick 
of Wangen, Bishop of Trient, in 1208, ^ad the earliest gfant as to the right of mining. 
The year 1564, may be indicated as the period in which the produce of the mines suddenly 
and materially decreased ; and from that time the anxiety which had been displayed in the 
pursuit ef *miDing gradually declined ;• contemporary with which the prices of provisions 
advanced to an oppressive height ; the miners ^ consequence, at different times, revolted, 
and ^he principal porti6n^f them? and ^tbese most experienced, left the%. country, * These 
mounteineeA were the first to adopt the tenets of^.the reformed religion,* and Ihe oppression 
the new cre^d met«witlF, was as injurious -to tfie paining works of the Tyro?, as subsequently, 

, the extensive emigration \)roved disadvan|ageou8 to Sklzb^rg. 

^J’be imijportant discoveries of the different mkies, are all connected by the peasantry with 
sohiKi romantic legend. The Salzberg was ind^ated tq the knight Rohrback by a stag. 

• The Sticrbau, or Butl^miney is the spnt wher§ a bull had been digging* with his horns, and 
laid open somg of the finest ofe. The rich works of Rohrerbuhel in KitzbiicHel, were 

• discovered through tke dreams of three jovial beings^ named George Brucker, Michael 
Rainef, and Christian Gasteiger, wfcb having imfeibed* too deeply at th€ir nightly orgies, 

thad Qx their return home,* frllen* asleep *dn this hill; •during their slumbers,* visions, 
representing walls composed of gold ajd silver, leesneH to gUtter beneath them. On waking 
the next morn, they H^mt with astonishment, thak each had been favoured with similar 
&reaJns ; impressed with this elfctraordinftry coincidence, they hastened to the magistrate 
and urged him to have the mountain opened in different parts, and rescue the secret 
trea6u|[lis, which ji was afterwards ascertained to contain. ^ 

Tlie Tyrolians entertain the well-founded ^belief, that*the earth having proved to b^O 
richly embedded with ore and minerals, still possesses the bidden sources of production, and 
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it continues to be their anxious desife that a careful survey and investigation of the country 
should be made by some experienced geologists and miners. • 

Towards the dose of the sixteenth, and commencement of the seventeenth century, 
Schwatz sustained consideralSle^ injury and loss from earthquakes and plague ; but the, * 
was ^lot SO qxtensive as at Inspruck and Hall ; the latter town was in 
consequence deprived of the source* of much of its wealth, by the falling off in the 
attendance at the annual fair, instituted by Lewis of Brandenburg, and which was held 

in the notoriety a9»that of Botzen and Meran |p t he, course, however, of the present 

century, Schwatz has undergdne a severer chang|, wrou^t under more cruel circumstances : 
during a night in May,’ 1809, the valley of the upp» Inn trickled re^ with blood, 'and the 
devouring blazed against the rocks and towards the clouds, from seventeen different 

places, Twaking the heavens app^‘>a vast sea of fire ! then Schwatz, a flourishing town, 
^connected tgith the history of the country, enriched with many scientifical remains, sanle in ^ 
dustj|and ashes ! a lamentable mohument, iAstancing hc^ furiously Germans could sage 
against Germans in the cause of a fi)rei|n usurpef. 

The Tyrolian poet has with justice said, “•The fire of the Mosoovian Kremlin affords a 
Ivminota point in the history o5 the worlJ; but the burning of the Tyrolian villages, from* 
the pass of Strub to the town of Schwarz, has emitted a flame that will blaze to eternity.” 
Alas ! the military safety and independence of Bavarlli, shared likewise t^sir fate in the 
flames ; for aftef the |japtismal offering o^ blooff pnd fire, on the 17th of l^lny, tfiere 
existed from the boundaries of Jlussus to thos*- of South America, the strongest conviction, 
that the»main design, as indeed it was ^ duty^,o| the isational straggle, was to reinstate 
the mighty niQuntsSns of the Tyrol, the,key of Italy, Gerijiany,»W Switzerland, vnder 
the ancient dynasty; •in this respect, ttherefcre, have the ruins ^f Schwq^z^as much 
importance in the annals of nations, as*its fastnesses and mm^i. , 

The fine Benedictine abbey , of FticM, which* escaped the conflagration, is* situated 
opposite to Schwatz- Nearly'a thousand years ago, some knigfits, sa^i&ted with war, vjtl 
wishing to retire from the “ busy world,” toujided a/jonvent in honoflr of the knight anA 
conqueror George, and whidi was afterwards richly endoweAby emperors, kings, and pqpes. 
It was erected in a wild sequesteMd spot, on an elevated declivity, of a rodk, at whose 
foot, the waters oft the Stanserbach qtshed beneath. Ecom the convsaat, siwcely an oj^ping 
was obtained ^idst the dense grove of lofty fifs, to.vipw thepiore enlivening road sihich , 
passed to Rattenberg. In .ISSO, the bttil^ng was desteoyed by lightning, and in 1448 and 
1636, by the burning of the Iwcst; these being considered heavenly visitations, the 
p^nt abbtey was erected'in 17p4 Oh though Oeprgenbiwg, the original sitb of* 

the convent, has be«i iftnch fmqnetti^ a^^ place of pilgrimage. * 

. Hlpar Jenbach, which abovmds (the founderies beftg under the superintendence, 

of tffe young StpeckbaSteSj' w^i al fte .dgebf el^e® fought in company "with 

his experienced and'warlikb is situated on apleasant acclivity, the tomb^f AbtAAwr^a, ^ 
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a phiUatfaropic maiden, daughter of the miaanthropic Vlottenboig, Governor of the Tyrol, 
who front her benedcence was contudered the patroness of the eonntry. 

The firA heroic fismily of the Tyrol was that of Freuodsberg, which acknowledged 
* .realty to Salzburg and F'reysing, and whose descendants sjere hereditary enemies of those 
of Rottenburg. The tower of their ancient castle still projects pver the' burnt ruins o^ 
Schwatz. The Freundsbergs distinguished themselves against the Moors, and at the battle 
of MiUildorf, against the great Ottokar. At the time when the family of Falkenstein was 
so rapidly advancing in importance, a considerable sacrifice in giving up to their 

sovereign, the possessions they hdm at Fiiundsberg and SclfWatz, and having purchased 
MindelHeira, they tef^ived afterwards, in exdiahge for their Other poverty, the ancient 
St, Petersberg, as well as the valley of the Oetz, and Stersing with its mines. 

Almost opposite the point, where the road from the nolMntic lake of '!^egern and valley of 
^ Aohen, leads along the Inn, are seen the ruins of Krop/sSerg^ where the river Cjler mingles* 
its waters with those of the Inn, Oenoting the* entrance into the delightful valley of Ciler, 
and whibh once formed the threefold boiiijdaryof Bavaria, Salzburg, and Austria; a spot 
whose possession has been contended for with no*sligbt degree of animosity by all parties. 
After the picturesque hermitage of Brettftdl, the*Har^erg presents itself most prominently 
to view, conveying an idea of the realiza&on of pa|ptn«l lifb. From the Ciler and Poster 
vallies, name];pps Tyrolians wander forth, into the most distant parts of Northern Europe, 
with varjops articles of merchandise, and from the farmer valley fo |<ondob, St. Petersburg, 
and even to the United %t^e8, the anacreontic, mimrtntt, and uUiriinl sonnets have 
resccmded'to their simple and maiodious t^ative^bl. This district is peculiarly addicted to 
singujar and characferi^ic ^d^es, and midnight- serenades, and the peasantry facetiously 
dispose ofJt.^ir ^ /naids, by transformidl; tnam after death* into J^ilUo’-thc-wUps. 
Wrestling matches form onffof their princijMif amasements, and the different victories are 
designated, either by the number <rf featfiers o^the black isock or capercaile, by the beard of 
tft^chamois, or btflc boii^^kts of Alpine flowers, twined round the smell green hats. The 
. Tyrolians generally dhoot remarkalfly^well with the rifle ; but few excel, either at a mark or 
game, the inhabitants rf the CSer valley, and the adjothhig pwts of Kitzbnchel, Euffstein, 

, and Rattenlferg. Tl^e monntams covered with umbllgecws forests, replete with vsrious 
gra8|ev, berries, and herbs, and watered with mflmerpns brooks and lakes, furnish the 
, diffiupntkmds of game every speoiq^ (if nonfishmirot, besides that frie mcnhtains afford them 
shelter and protectkn from their inacoea8ible'8te(^MIs,and from their being often enveloped 
in clouds i^d mists. Difficulties an^ hardships seem only further to excite the Tyiolian 
'hunfrr to addkional ptoweu, which mskek the Iport an admirable prepsrator/ schodi for 
mountain warfure, and if is therefore mtuh to be regretted, that tfab lace of capTMorns is 
pow extinok; mi clgAiois, sti^ bears, wdros, wild hosm, and lynxes, . 
becoming scarwt tlw^are msny ^(^etjjj^ rApeicting the Ikte of <fae bold'ted 

inti!>^d chamois honteni. imm; hdviag foUen vk^omto ih«dr tmnerity ; *aad o^K«ra,‘baving 
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saved their lives by desperate acts of courage, such as making incisions in the hands and 
feet, thus gluing their hold on the slippery masses of rocfc and ice with their *own blood. 
The Kunters who make the nfbuutain’s brow” their home, render their lives, it is true, liable , 
\o imminent danqger and fatigue, but they enjoy a constant succession of bold and expansive 
scenery, and in breathing a fresh and exhilarating atmosphere, the animal spirits become 
much m6re elated, and the body considejably more invigorated, than tamely pursuing agri- 
cultural pursuits in the^^allies. ^ • 

The ascent of the cattle and herds on to the Alpine |>aslures in spring, and their descent 
in autumn, are celebrated with particular solemnity. The ringing of bells, lowing of the • 
herds, and various bustling noises, announce from a considerable distance, the approach of , 
the procession. 'Vhe milker or s^»i\er matches at the head of the cows, with staff in hand 
and hat and shoes bSdecked with party-coloured ribbons, with slow gait, imperious mien, 
and bombastic gestures, which he increases the more niprfferous and fine his herd may be 
many farmers contributing on the occasion more than an hundred beautiful animalsk ^ext 
the milker follows ihe^mayerkuh, or cow th|t»has been champion in the cow-iights, which 
often occur on the Upper Alps^* she is crowned and ornamented with an immense garland, 
composed of natural and artificial flowers, and wearing round the neck a large deep- toned 
bell; the other cows passively follow their conductiess, being also adorned with small 
bunches of flowers, coloured ribbons, and embroidtred straps, with different Lclls atta^ed. 
Nf xt in succession is flie galtetcr, oi;^attendant on the youn^ hdfers, calves, and*l)ulls, these 
instead^of any peculiar ornament, bear chaihs and halters of the whole herd. Then 
comes the gamer, »or goat keeper, with a great* quantity of goatj|^ afterwards^ the semifer, 
or shepherd with^dro^ei^ of sheep, when.fbe snudirne^ driving Ihe swine, closes the proces- 
sion ; which, as it| slowly winds up tjie nrtezy heights, offers^ in unison* with* the rich and 
beautiful surrounding scenery, occaskmfil sketches, highly picturesque and interesting^ as * 
illustrative of the bucolics and idyls of the more primitive ages.* » • • * 

Thus passes the life of the Alpine peaAntry, throughout the whoV range of the north- 
eastern 4 X)rtion of’the Tyrol, 'which comprises the richest qjid most flourishing part of the 
country ; the ‘^Alpine paradise,” however, on the Eisack, is that part situated the Seileralp 
beneath the bare^and lofty Schlearnkofek ^ ^ ^ * 

Collisions and contentions aijsing from a* conflux of interests respecting the statis- 
tical security of a state, its geographical form, or moral improvement, are hot of 
rare occurrence, though at all thnes extremdy difficult to conciliate and adjust. From such 
sources has originated the designs df Austria against Bavaria, emanating less frgm ap 
aggressive spirit aggrandisement, and restless ambition, than from the necessity of 
c£^rying out the Gernifnic principle among such an heterogeneous mass of petty states, ol‘ 
strengthening the weakest, and the same time the most predominant power, in opposition 
to the more libd*al system acted on in Setavonia and Hungary. A constant struggle 
has therefore ensued, in endeavOtiring to incorporate Bavaria, either by the m^ans of exchange 
Tyrol^ Part 6. * • * 
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or force of arms ; and in awaiting this opportunity^ the plan has been, gradually to dismember 
the stat6j,by ostensibly advancing its boundaries westward, in which direction every 
enlargement, it was known, was contributing to increase fcie internal weakness of the 
' country ; and this political scheme, few of the leading statesmen of Austria have remained 
inactive in carrying into effect. It is also a singular fact, that those very princes of Bavaria, 
who have connected themselves in marriage with tl^c princesses of Austria, have suffered the 
most persecution from that country, either by being placed under ^be ban of the empire, 
driven from their dominions, Blnnft!6Be3 with the taxes of# the wars, or their interests 
sa<Srificed during peace, by their vassals betng; instigated to rebellion, or through the dis- 
affection of their trodps. Various plans have been adoptod^ in order to disorganise Bavaria 
previous to 1779, in which year the district of the Inn separated and attached to Old 
Bavaria “ Ob der together with the frontier fortresses of Hraunau, Scharding and 

fRiedy which in 1813, proved of ^nsiderable importance to Bavaria ; in 1802, during the 
extehsi^e secularization, the most ancient partS of oid Bavaria, as Berchtesgaden, Salzburg, 
and a portion of Eichstiidt and Passau pasled into .foreign hands. These districts, which in 
1504, were severed from the dynasty, and annexed to the 'fyrol, abound with enchanting 
and diversified scenery. Where nature, however, has concentrated so many varied beauties, 
it is difficult to particularize the most picturesque ; we will therefore content ourselves in 
detailing the •diarming combiftatioii objects w^hich meet the delighted gaze from the 
mountain of Salve, whose isummit towers to the hei^t of 5370 feet; ; looking towards the 
north, in the direction of the town and castle ^^Kuffstein, through, as it were, ta\’o wide 
gates, the prospect .ranges over* the ex’tensive plains of Bavaria, beyond Munich and 
Landi^iut, ^d in thrflirighf, clear distaqpe 6f the horizon, Jlqpenl^im is observed. 
Westward^ is seemtheluxuriant valley of the Inn, with the river meandering in lengthened 

* course through Bavaria, until the eye reaches the floc/igebtrg, or high mountahs, dividing 
the, Tyrol ^rom Bavyria, whjle beneath the speftator, lies the old castle of Itter, for many 
cenfjuries belonging (po Ratisbon, but latterly to S'alzburg. South-westwards is the Martin- 

c sfrand and the fine expanse of the pHiins of *tnspruck^with ftie points of the lo^y rocks 

* in tha back ground. South-eastwards, the None Alps, with the great chain of the Tauern 
t mountains, between Tyrol, Salzburg, and Illyriii. (eastwards is sitjjiated the Kitz- 

biicbleftiorn, and the imposing heights of K|iisergebirge, <g: emperor^s mountams, ^ 

• ThotToad from Inspruck b;^ Hal],4edds to ^hwatz^Rattenberg, and Rathfild, where the 
Emperor Henry erected a church, dedicated to* tHte holy Si, Leonard, and consecrated by 
Benedict VIII. ; from thence we proceed to W6rgplj*and on to Kuffstein ; after which, the 
main road branches to the left, over Kllman, and St* Johann to Salzbfirg ; the way from 
Unken over the pass of Strub apd Melleck, to the Saltworks and,tow|f of Reichenhall^ forms 
av unp^alleled cqptinuation df romantic and pastoral beaiiities. Before Reiche^hall are ifie 
7uins*of the castle of Carlstein, once the asylum cd Paltram, the influential Burgomalber of 
\£ienna, who wa|r banished the country after the foil of his beloved patron, the powerful

Ottokai% in whose support he exhausted his resources^ finally ending his days in Palestine. 
The industrious town of Reichenhall has been for the most part in a state of dilapidation 
since*November, 1834. • ^ 

% Having now njade our progresS; through the northern division of the Tyrol, comprising* 
the upper and lower valliSs of the Inn, from the Lech to the river Salza, we will return by 
the ancient Roman road, in order to wander through the interior of this beautiful country, 
and its southern Italia^ districts. From the mountain Isel, so celebrated in the Tyroliaii 
campaigns, our route must b^ directed up the Schohotsi^, along the river Sill,* which in 
precipitating itself down the Brenner mountain, deceives the accession of the waters of the 
wild streamlet called Stutzback. Winding our way to the right, we fft,ss at the foot of a 
dark forest of pine irs, whose deep .green foliage, contrasts picturesquely with the light and 
cheerful tints of the Alpine pastures, thickly interspersed with cottages, the monotony^of 
the scene being constantly relieved by the shquts, songs, shalms of the shepherds, the • 
ringing of the cattle bells, the bleating and lowing of the herds, and the loud clang»of *the 
anvil, — such is the valley of Stubay, — ^famed for jtfif manufacture of iron and steel, and whose 
inhabitants have warehouses and establishrpents, in all the capitals of Austria and Bavaria,, 
and from Lausanne to Danzig. We have before alluded to the name of Tanzer, when de- 
scribing the valley of Oetz ; in that of*Stubay, his tll^ree cousins, Thomas, Martin, and 
George Tanzer of^Neustift, are equally notorious, ^eorge ia represented as having arriyed 
at the Custom Hojuse oftSchaffhausen, with eight huildred weight of iron ware on Tifi back ; 
Thdmas brought five hundred arid fifteen pojjauls of salt, from*Hall to Neustift ; but Martin, 
who was *the strongest, could wrench asunder herivy iron chains, 8|i(f lift a loaded waggon 
from one side of the road to the other. ^ • • 

In no part of thd country can the gran<f in^posing spectacle of TyVors*world^f ice,” be 
viewed with more facility and advantage, Jhan from th^ valley of Stubay. TheFcmer mountahi 
clad with eternal snow,” even during the highest degrees of temperature, comruunicatefi 
within its region, a chilling atmosphere. Roaming waters rush impetuously over immeil#e 
masses of ice, which are shivered into a|,om8, ancf the glifterine spray, often beautifully reflect- 
ing the prismatic colours, bedews the whole valley ; at times, the ice assumes the^^iypearancie of 
a sea of chrystal, at others it is seen fc-ozeij into blocks of huge dimenstene, in fantastic and 
inegular shapes, listening with varibus hues, amidst weather-beaten rocks, and numerous 
minerals, bf which the Tyrol affords such abundant spficiftiens. • ^ * 

Matrei still preserves its anejent name, ‘having been a Roman station, occupying 
both sides of the Brenner, and situated ^between *Veldidem.y or Wilten, and Fipit^no^ ^ 
the modern Sterzing; part of the town is stifl called the old City, Here is also 
situated the castle of the princely family of IVautson. Not far ^distant is observed Steinach^ 
the fcirth-plaoe of Martin Kiioller,^who became the most distinguished fijesco painter in® 
Germany. Leaving Steinaoh, the way becomes more confined, the mountains wilder in th*eir 
character, and the air cooler, as we approach the Brenner, named by the anvlients Pyrene^ •

and imgiiiaUy inhabited by a ferocious race of ^leople, called the Brmni or Breuni, whose 
rapaoioul thiiyit for warfiue was well known, to Drusus and the great Theodosias. A short 
distance from the narrow pass of Lueg, is the Brenner lake,aifier which we soon reach the 
'Post-house the Brenner, near the sources of the tw& rivers, the Sill and Eisachi 
the £ixrm« flawing on the left, through the Inn, ultimately loses its* waters in the Black Sea, 
uid the latter through the Etsch reaches the Adriatic. 

Spring saffixm is the only flower which ventures to raise its kea^ • in the cold and wintry 
atmosphere of the Brenner ; blt -wt dixen, which can be reached with a carriage in six 
hours, we hear the sweet warbling note dP the nightingale, resounding through the groves 
and scented fields. * At Schabs and Richa, a mild and southern temperature prevails’ 
vineyards are seen flourishing, together with woods of chestnut trees, a rich succession 
of various fruits, as the fig, olive, pomegranate, &c. fn former yetxs, the growth of the 
< vine was successfully adq^tedj^n the heights of Hdttingmi, near Inspruck, at Land- 
shut ai^ Ratisbon, but at present the cultivatbn i&by no means favourable or productive. 

Over the Alps are enumerated tev&*tp~tjpo puses^ of ;which tha^ the Brenner is the 
lowest and most convenient, not being more in hgight Burn four thousand four hundred and 
eighty-one feet, while the pass over the/leim mountain, which is the loftiest of the whole 
range, is ten thousand five handred,^t. The height of the other mountain roads in Swit- 


zer^d, accoftKng to Ssassttre,wary froip six thousand one hundred and sevynty-four, to seven 
thousand five hundred andLforty-eight feet. The following are theMiffer^t heights of the

Sterring, thongh auirounded with flArishInf Viflagcai, castles, ^and ruins, has but few 
remains of itaextamnve mii^ works. Near Ratschins is one of celebrated quarries 
•of wRite maiUq, tha fnwdMKs of which, added to tiie s^pne obtahSsd from Joseidisber^, by 
MCran, (xoflao, on the TdSrby SchUmders) aadnt Fleira*,; if praperly yriwkel^, wodkl soon 
. supersede th^aeciessit^ of fesoriing to Carrara kt its marble. 
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From Sterzing a path, which patses over the Tauffen or Jovisberg, JupUer\s Mountain 
is the shortest road through the Pafiseyer .valley, on the Etsch to Merau and Bo^zen, At 
Trens, on the highway to Brixen, in a small chapel has been inscribed a laconic couplet, 
denoting that the left wing of^Nj^poleon’s army, under the command of the gallant Taubert^^ 
^ad not advanccifl farther, than this place, during the first victorious campaign, in April 1796, 
and 1797.

l‘he tract of ground from the ancient customs station of Mauls, extending to the pass of 
the Sack, over Mitlewald, through ‘Oberau and Unterau, comprises an extremely interesting 
and in a patriotic point of view, a highly classical line of country, as having been •the 
principal seat of the mountain warfare; embracing also the whole district of countr 3 *th!iough 
which the two forest torrents pursue their devipus course ; one, the Eisack, precipitating 
itself in a succession df waterfalls, from the Brenner mountain to Botzen, the other, the 
Bionz, flowing from the Puster •valley, unt*il their floods unite at Brixen. 

In the circuit between Sterzing and Brixen, glowed the heat of the Tyrolian revolt, 
during the 10th and l‘2ih of April, 1809 : here also the Saxons were totally, defeated on the 
4th of August, in* the sjmc year ; and from hence Alarshal Lefeyre, Duke of Dan,zig, com- 
menced his inglorious retreat. . • , ^ * 

brom* Mittewajd, a road proceeds into the ^^uster-v alley, an^ •the central portiw of 
Eastern I'y^ol^ovei^ the celebrated woodeq bridge of Ladrlts^he/, ^hose single ^rch rftsts on 
two pillars of freistoiJe,'and at the depi?h of one hundred and twerjiy-sjx feet* ^he roaring 
Eisack flows benoath. In remote timefe, public justice was here administered, and peace pro- 
claimed and confirmed by oath. , , , 

On an isolated mountain, between Aicha^ Schabs, and M did bach, is situated the ^illag^ of 
Spingr^, rendered mbmorable, as the spot where one .tf the early struggles for liberty todk 
place on*tlie 2nd of April, 1797, and which, on truly Homeric principles^ may be* cele- 
brated for individual acts of valour And personal strength ; like Trojcjn fjnd Grecian heroes, 
the brothers, Pahkrnz and Peter Under of Oberperfuss, Georg ^Falschhmger of Axams, 
called PHska, find the scythe-smit*h, .dfiton /?e?/>//>eA,»of>VolderB, true types of Polish scythe-? 
bearers, sacrificed a whole hecatomb of foes fo the maxies of their countrymen. The sacred 
feeling of patriotism glowed in every bQ^om, young ’and old, men and women, were all^alike 
inspired ; even a servant maid, armed simply with a pitchfork, stood on the wall of the 
church-yard, and slew several infuriated Frenchmen, the inv£|jdcrs of her country. But not- 
withstanding the heroisfii displayed on this eventfiil occasion^ the consequences resultiilg 
from the contest, yrere only partial in their effect, having merely temporarily averted the 
impending fate of the Tyrol. » > • 

Tyrol, Part 7. 
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By the Convent of Haslach^ or Miihlb^ch, commencev the Pmter valley^ which in 1500^ 
was first ^nnexed to the Tyrol, as KulFstein, Kitzbiichel, and Rattenberg were, in 1504 ; by 
these means, Maximilian I. at the expense of Bavaria, the mother country, created this 
^beautiful portion of the province. Before arriving at the^ Convent of Miihlbach, famous 
during the wars of 1809, and 1813, is perceived the castle and fortress of Rodeveck^, 
frowning majestically over the river Rienz. The castle was given by Maximilian to his 
friend Veit, of Wolkenstein, and formed in 1809, together with Passeyer, Landeck, 
Schlanders^ Meran^ Mays^ and Al»u7)d ^ ^one of the “starlike pOmts” of the Tyrolian 
insvrrection. ^ 

• Where the river Gader unites its impetuous^ waters with those of the Rienz, stands the 
ancient nunnery and abbey of Sonumburg, or Suana-Bia§y a castle, an ex plat tort for fence, 
which was founded by the ancestors of the Meinhard# *of Gbrz, and richly endowed by 
Henry the Holy, the last of the Saxon emperors, and the Saliffue Henries. ,The ladies, 
the religious inmates of SonnenbiJ^g, have distinguished themselves as much through their 
bountifuf and maternal character towards the peasantry, as their neighbours, the knights 
of Schdneck did through their robbery and cfi>elty5 It appears by a* letter from Henry V., 
that so early as the year 1112, the peasantry were* free in this neighbourhood. 

The environs of Buchenstein, Enneberg, and Thufm on the Gader, merit the particular 
attention of t.U^ traveller : here nature, rude and undigested, offers beauties of the most 
romrfntic ^ijd captivating description. .Vast masses of mountains, rept asulidcr l)y the awful 
effects of earthquakes, waters rushing in cascades, v^ith noisy impetuosify, in union wath 
othe:|; scenery of pictureft^(|^e wildness, form^ an a^mblage of objects of a powerfully* impres- 
sive charactef. The'giK^to^s ^nd deep recesses of the Krettzkofel mountain* were formerly 
inhabited by, a ra^pe of people uncivilized ih thefr manners, scarcely adhering to either 
cui^tonis or language, and uliless compelled thrjou^h want or cold, 'seldom visiting the 
dwellings of their fellow-men, not even those gituated in the higher altitudes. There are, 
however, skilful artists, learned men, and opulept merchants on the Ohio, who originally 
, inhabited these fearful heights and crags. • . * 

In .returning Jto the main road,* the ancient Roman place called Littamum, or St. Rorenzen, 
I is observed, where as« well as in the Puster-vallcy, Sclitvoriian laws, customs, and language 
prevailfed for centuries, uTcitil during tjte sovereignty of tfie family of Gbrz? and especially in 
•the age of Maximilian 1., <hey superseded by Gfermaii manners anj)[ institutions. 
Both ends of the Puster-valley, abouyd with picturesque and romantic scenery. The river, 
presenting in the vale a wide expaiise of watqjr, surmounted on either side, with 
towers and castles, interspersed with nfimerous villages, which havg become the more 
flourishing, in proportion, as^the castles and the power of their lordly owners have been 
deniolAhed and ^restrained. • On the river Rienz, at the^opening of the valley, lies the i«wn 
of Bnmeck, formerly belonging to Brixen, wid deriving its appellation^ front its fpunder, 
•Bishop Brun. rin Uie extreme distance is the valley of which produces a considerable 
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quantity tit OQpp^, tkwi where is situated the castle of Tau0«ns. On the t^posile side of the 
watery division df the ** field ofTobiacfa/* whence the Rienz Hows erestwardst andt'Ae Drave 
an easterly direction, is seent/y?»/cde», the ancienl Roman Agimti where Ueribald of 
Batnria obtdned a vjkitory 'over the fklavonians ; and a place to which Missionaries were 
sent from FreyJing to concert the heathenish Windes. 

lienz, iirhieh appavs at the confluence of the rivprs Drave and Isel, was the principal 
caatle of the Jfemily w Govz, and formed as it^gre, the key-fort to the leister valley, as 
the Nonman station of Loncini^ did against M^le Noricum. This spot is of considerable 
interest to the traveller, being in the neighbourhood of the beautiful vallios of Carintbia, 
particularly that of M^IHhai whose nunc, were formerly rich in gold, and that of Salzburg, 
both of which he reechos by passim; througlx Tefcreehen, and Vindisch. Matrei, at the foot of 
the ininicnse Saizbnrgivr and (''nxintiiian mountains of Tauem, which exceeds in height the 
OtoM-OJociiner, and whose ascent (’,iuhnal Salm has been very instrumental in focilitating. 
laenz was originally governed by buigravcs, Jie last of whom was the Count Mi{ihias of 
'I'luirn, who ‘is termed, “jene fluchbelade’<{* Fackel dcs dreissigjahrigen krieges 
thal rune-laden toic/i of the thirty ymw war; as the removal of the count from the 
burgraviate Of Lien/, was the signal for the sever* counter-reformation of Ferdinand IL, 
111 the interior of Austn.i ; so was the Count’s depositiiyi from the governorship of the royal 
IJoheniian ’Elastic of Carsltein, “ the signal for preripilating from the window, fUfo Bohemian 
viceroys, antl'‘'})« Ijurstiilg forth of tha^ wrar flame, which blazed for thirty years.”* *

In order folly to accomplish the tour of the 1'ysol, and to comprise all the jtortion , t 
the country fraught with piutoresque beauty fed historical interest, it is advisable*^ retrdie 
our steps a short distance from tlie bridge of Juadritwh, to the inossj^* plains of fiterzihg. 
and pas s jover the Jaufm, frdbi whose summit may Be diiscmcrod the lofty poiuts of the 
r/ffBcr, kterMMer, and, nortbwufds, the Pusteithafct mountains, la» ^ soutoeily

Pferiietz, Schenna, and Planta, have been found numerous remains of the Roman settle- 
inefit, as foundation walls oficonsiderable length, spacious rooms, antique tools and arms, 
Roman coins ^ and whole fitnJta, in a direction downwards, of crushed tiles, bones, ajiul 
corpses. ]\b regular excavation has, however, been yet attempted, nor could such a design 
be carried into effect without destroying several tqwnships, whicli are now flourishing upon 
the ruins ; as it exeinjdifies what is Considered genuine Tyrolian courage, immediately to 
locate on tliose places whjich have been subject to Ihe ravages of floods, the falling of 
mountains, or of avelanchcs. ^

kc. A noble family, illustyously related, who came from the shores of ^he 
Adriatic, having been vested with the governineat of Rhoetia, under the Ihshops of Chur, 
bcslowevl on their younger sons the tenure of the cajDlle of Trritilis or Tyrol, the descendants 
having extended their territories even from the sj)urce of the Inn in Engaclein, dlTwn^lo tlirit 
of the Adige, VRcliufing the beautiful dislricL of the V^intschgau, and from thence reaching 
to vvliere the Tulfer and Eisfick, unit<i with t’wc Adige, aclopted the title of the Counts ol‘ 
^’intscligan ; and having subdued their rivals the Counts of E^pai\; the power lihdwise of 
the family of J^tauffen having been exting;uished on th^ dtalfi*of 4<VedeiTck 11.

sion Austria, the town of Mera^, as a point of hoiioui> ransomed the ancient inheritance',

-4//C/* was ]o^g the residence of thonatural sons of King Heni'^r, \¥ho styled themselvcN 
“ knights von Auer, or, vott a7i der ^G'clv.vc, or, vorn fV/u/ivl zit hut 'became 

extinct under the first sovereignty of the family of’ H&bsburg, after the sanguinary *hattle of 
Sempach. Near Auer, appear* the mofiiilain of Jimnnberg, which originally formed a kind of 
vanguard to Castle Tyrol, previously tq their Ueing separated by the irresistible force of^the 
river floods. Not far distant, at the entrance of Passeyer, lies ^rhenjia, which as early as 
the period of tlie famfly of Stauffen, possesessed its own neflfles ; Conrad of Schenna, having 
been Caplin-General on the Adige, and Burgrave of lyrol Castle; his brother Peterfnan 
was in high favour with Margaret Maultasche, and signed the surrender of the Tiyrol to 
Habsburg.

alliance^ with which the family of Schenna united. The ^Greiffensteins, with other nobles^ 
revolted agpainst Duke Frederick, mitA the empty pockets, during the time of his adversity , 
but on his re-instatement he either took^ or demolished by degrees^ the different castles of 
itifi rebel lords, and during this warfare, the first mention is made of artillery and petards 
having been used in the Tyrol. The heroine Ursula of Waldbur^ for some Cime bravely 
defended the Castle of Schenna against the superior force of the ducal aAuy, and only sur- 
rendered on condition of her and her followers being lillowcd a free retreat. 

Opposite Zenoberg, in an oblique^ direction, and on the other^side of the Passer, stands 
the ancient castle of Greiffen, but the original possessors the Greiffen’s of Bavaria, 
after the year 1396, becoming extinct, the castli remained for a long period, the property of 
the native sovereigns. When, however, through^ family jealousy, religjjms quarrels, the 
intrigues of Venice, France, and the Spanish viceroys at Milan, the crunty of the Orisons 
and fhe Veltlin became estranged and forfeited^ many fled from their homes, arid among 
otheri/, Phjita of Wildenberg, came into the* Vintschgau, purchased Greiffenburg, and 
having rebuilt it, changed its name to Playita Castle. 

{^hursfein has only preserved its ancient tow*er,^ the remaining portion of the building 
is of more modern date ; the castle overk)ohs the river AdTge, which is seen from the 
Vintschgau, meandering through th^ plain, until •its course is lost in the distance, 
where ^th^^aters of the Talfer ;ind Eisack appear, hastening their currents to join its 
stream. Tburnstein was created by the Alsfumlers, Tyrolian vassals, Vhose race has long 
.since becomq extinct. Sfewnch. which is far djstant, has received its present name 
from the cataSitrophe wjhiche^destroyed Majce.* In 1241, Adelheid, fhe heiress of Tyrol, and 
wife of ^Vleinhkrd, foundfeS a Dominican nunnery, which was richly endowed by the 
princesses ofrGerz, • * » , 

• Eastwards of Meran is situated Gayen, on the remains of the mountain Naufer, com- 
manjKng a rich and beautiful prospect ; the valle/, which now appears deserted and lonely, 
once taemed with life ; lyad instead of resounding \vth the gladsome voice.bf man, re-echoes 
dnly the monotonous and dreary rujftling* of the forest, and Ihc wild and sonorous roar of the 
torrent, menacing^perhaps future ruin and desolation. The most ancient part of the castic 
hus been destroyed by age ; the portion of the building which remains exhibits* the archi- 
tecture t)f different centuries. * ^ ^ 

The cAstle of Rametz, belonged likefPlftnta, to the anpient Rhcetian nobles ; wko enfeoffed 
it to Lewis of Brandenburg ; from th» possession •of whose family it lapsed under the 
Duke Sigismund, and was afterwards successively inherited by the families of Aiclmer, 
Quaranta, Planta of Wildenberg, and the old Veltlin family of Parayizln, one of whom 
rendered himself conspicuous, with his brother-in-law Juvalta, in th^ Veltlin insurrection, 
and*his cKinning contrivance in^effedting his escape from hit imprisonment at Mantua. In 
a nortlf-easterly direction from Rametz, is oblerved Labers, near the mountain 
which is firequentSy dhveloped in clouds. This castle was originally the property of the 
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family of Taranto. On the left balik of the Rametz^ in the solitary district of Freiberg of 
Mays lies Neuberg^ usually called Castle T^fa^iirmn^dorf ornamented with curious paintings 
in fresco and other antique remains of art. On the 27th of June 1777, the large ancient 
tower fell down, destroyed ^the forepart of the building and the chapel, and entirely* 
disfigured tj^e Original character and fom of the structure, which was erected on partly 
Roman basements, and in part on foundations of the middle ages. The ownership of the 
castle descended from the Neubergs and Angcrheimd into the possession of the knights of 
the red and white rose, of^ the family of Stuclfse of^Trautmansdorf, from Austria and 
Styria. In 1278, fourteen of these gallant knights died with shield and sword in hand, in 
the fight between Ottokar and Rudolph of^Habsburg, and in 1322, twenty-three of this 
noble family entered the field of •battle at Ampfing, when Lewis of Bavaria contended vTith ' 
^^Frederick the handsome, respecting* the Roman Empire, but only three survived the contest. 
l^CiMiHrfCrautmansdorf, who had been left as slain, in the field, beneath the dying and 
the dead, recovered from his wounds, and generously resolved to share the long and teSliousb 
imprisonment of Frederick, his friend and king ; tiiis heroic example of devoted friendship 
and loyalty, so deeply interested and affected the Emperor Lewis, that on the demise of* 
Frederick, he appointed Hector his prinSipal Chamberlain. Many of the Bavarian nobles, 
invidious at the distinction and favour bestoweS on a foreigner, persuadeed Seyfried of 
Fraunbferg to proclaim his nobility of birth and famiT}| superior to that of the ** br^ggSfl^ 
Trautmansdorf.* This insult, according to the Ifws A chivalry, the noble Trautmaftisdorf 
fetorted, and the point of honour left (o the decisicm of single combat ; the vanquished 
agreeing to surrender himself ‘‘ life and limb”^ to the inercy of fhe victor. iSeyfrie^l was 
defeated, and* Hector disdaining to take the lawful advAtqge^ol^is |allenjjai^left«the fate 
of the captive knight ^t*the disposal of the Eiftpress. MAimilian of T^autaansJorf, who in 
Austria’s greatest,need, concluded thh important alliance with Bavaria/and after the battle 
of Nbrdlingen, concluded the conciliatory^ peacd of Prague, and like^e of AVestphalia, 
founded for himself^ in the chapel of Neuberg a lasting meindtiakof ^his namef thouglCthe 
castle, with whose recollection is entwined so many wreaths of g&ry,” has now«dwii)^<l 
into a simple farm house. I 

On the rpad leading from jjlBran to Botzen, three castles present thenfllselves to our 
observation, — Ifatzenstein, Frafslgirg’, and Burgstall. The forifter occupies a pfojecting 
eminenbe of the Freiberg, and enjoys an enchanting vipw of the country, extending in front, 
over the district of the Adige, as far asUjten ; and in a contrary direction, the sight is delighted 
with a rich and varied landscape, until obstructed by the loifty castle of Schenna, while 
> the scenery at the foot of the hill is bnlh^ened by a picturesque waterfall. On surmounting 
the last ascent of the Freiberg, we are fascinated with the J^eautiful situation of the castle 
•f Fragsburg f this to:|rtress, ^hich is in excellent repair,* overlooks the luxuriSot va^ey 
of (she Adige, ridh in woody scenery, and ethe country from Ulten, tltfough which the 
wild torrent of Falzau forces its watery course. VoUan also appears .witb various castles, 
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and Tisens, with its picturesque mountains. On a low "rock is seen Burgstall castle ; its 

noble owner, Volkmar, of Burgs^ll, was the first Captain- General of the Adige add 

Burgrave of Tyrol, in the years 1335 and 1342, and was much experienced in the political 

•tod domestic feuds of the houses of Bohemia, Luxemburg, and Wittlesbach. Volkmar 

afso, as his letters to Lewis of Brandenburg t^ify, was a philaftithropistr ai^d intrepidly 

pleaded the cause of the oppressed and suffering peasantry ; a rare instance in those feudal 

days, when a vassal was considered* as an insensible being, and merely existing at the 

pleasure or for the use of his lord ; yv^hich*is exemplified by a b^aron Von Vatz, who had the 

stomachs of some of his peasants cut open, in order to observe the “ secret action of 

digestion.’’ Beyond the fine mountain of ivfbltner, and the rippling Aschler stream, is 

perceived Gargazan^ the ancient boundary of the districU’qf Botzen and Vintschgau. 

Naturns, like Botzen, Lana, Ulten, Schlandcrs, and Mals, is an an( 

poss|Ssion, and from which the cihapters of Ottqbeuern and Weingarten were 

^l'hc»feoffipent documents are still extant, granted by Hugo and l^eter, of Naturns to the 

sons of ^einhard, Otho and King Hftiry, in 1300 and 1312; and also in 1364, from 

* Arnold of Naturns to the first Austrian sovereign^*the high-minded and amiable Rudolph, 
thl) founder of St. Stephen’s, and the higj^ sch<x>l at Vienna, •who styled himself Archduke 
Palatine, Lord Master of the chase ofi^ie Holy Romasi Empire, Duke of Suabia and Elsass. 

.knights of Naturns became eniuct a few years before the battle of Sempach, so 
destrifctive to the Tyrolian npbles, urougE the heroism of Winkelricd.* 

On Tarantsberg^ according to mbular %;couftts,^thi Celtic-Gauls adored their deity^, 
Tarcm, the thunderer.^ Tarams of Upper Rhcctia, tlie powerful ministers of the Counts 
of Tyrfll, arS^iiisd^ted Jto iifiv% buijE the castle of Thranlsberg, in the year d 2 17, when they 
performed jj^cyysadq to the Holy Land. In 1363, tHe possession descen^efl to the family of 

• Aunenberg, and then to that of 4ohr, of the Grison^ country. • 

Count Maximilian Mohr comnled a uselul wark, comprising the history of the Tyrol ; 
which is not* however,«eqmal in merit to the wojks of the Chancellor iBurglackner on the 
subject, and those of the Barons WolkeiTstein and^Bjpndis. ^ 

On the boundaries of Lana, towards the Vintschgau, ii situated Vorst^ on some rising 
^ound in the* up^r^ast of the forest, in view of ^Jie anci^t “ Hironymitem^’* convent ; on 
the right, the attention is attracted by the lofty cascade Of me great waterfall of Partschins. 
The castle of Vorst, originally •conferred •a title of nobjlity on its possessors ; bitf the family 
became extinct owing to the^haired an4 animosity which existed between the two brothers, 
the last remaining male heirs, who at the ^Itar of the castle, committed individually the 
hdirrid^act of fanticide, by plunging their adverse swords in each others breasts, and died 
a few hours afterward^^ buffering an appalling death.

Der Voralberger KirschengiiC^t^ 
or cherry prandy^ has attained much celebrity. An extensive water traffic exists on the 
lake of Bregenz for thS conveyeftice of goods in transitu from Trieste and Genoa^ through the 
Tyrol and the Ghrisons. On the lake of Constance^^r Bodensee^ which is about forty-fixe 
miles long and fifteen broad, are seen, not only tradipg vessels, bdt armed ships ; and 
during Moreau^s advances from the Rhine to the Lech, in 1796 and 1800, a small flotill} ^ 
was armed by an Englishman nasnad Williams, which continued to maintain a superiority 
over a similarmrmament of the French jandk Swiss. ^ 

In 1809, at the time when the Vorarlberg, in conjunction with the Tyrol, took up arms in 
defence of the ancient dynasty §pd rights, the principal aim of the brave General Commisga?^, 
Doctor Anton SchneiJSf^^l^ AxrSbted tfie occupation of ihe Bodensei. ^Rainer ^ * 

the gallant shipmaster, who was humorously*caUed the VorarWerger Nelson, kept a strict 
watch over the faithless Swiss neutrality, blockading the Wiirtemberg flotilla in Frederick'^ 
harbour, and surprising the city of Constance at the opposite end of the lake. 

The ports and roads of Bregenz, Wasserburg, ]puckhorn,* Sernatingen, and Ueberlingeq, 
with the small towns of Fussach, Baismelh, and Hard, are not ,of much importance. The 
most accessible and secure port on the Iake,^s LindaUy an ancienirfree town of tl^ empire, 
built near the ^outh of the Leiblach, upon three siri^l islands, a budge communicating 
with the main* Iknd ; pnd it appears this towx# or stat^ a^s* linewiib to Sttabo, as an

of the Hohenstauffens ; the ancient Arbon, the commercial town of Roschack ; Rheineck, 
with Mondstein, renowned for this Ijp-ttles which were fought there; and to complete the* 


grand pictoriaP effect, the back ground is formed by the snow;^ and cAossal heights of the 
Rheinttel, of valley of the Rhine, and of Appenzel, which range among the loftiest of the 
western world. ^ ^ •% 

The neatest part of the Vorarlberg was in the^hands of the noble family of»Montfort, ^ 
which ^the most flourishing period of its exigtence, was more powerful than that df Habs- 
burg. The descendants, howevef, though Crave and courageous, have afforded to the vforl# 
no instance pf any extraordinary charactej, and in I783^^he family became^xtinct. 

The house of Hohenems was the second principal family* which excelled the Montforts 
in chivalry, and was for some time evea wealthier, Cut in 1759, it had lost nearfy the njhole 
of its importance, and was extinguished abou|^a quarter of a centusy afterwards, 

The Vorarll«rg has been often the theatre of great military achievempnts ; the*mo8t sam- 
guinary battles of the Si»abian war were fought iftar FrastanzjFiihg^h.^nH Hasg, During 
the thirty years’ was it offered a dauntlf s^rosistance ; ancteregenz afld Kgnipten have* wit- » 
nessed the Swedish torture, song, and featfet. In the Fren^ campaigns from 1796 to 1805, 
the inhabitants valiantly distinguished thetQselvSs, In the evej-memomble war of 18Q9^ 


Vorarlberg contributed an equal number of pat^otic soldiery to the 'IJyrol, notwithstanc^^ng 
its disproportion as to square ntiles, population, and tBe matenel oV warfare ? and it mak *
